School  Report. 


In  behalf  of  the  Superintending  School  Committee  I  re- 
spectfully submit  to  the  citizens  of  Wakefield  the  animal 
report  on  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  public  schools; 
with  the  discharge  of  this  duty  I  will  be  mustered  out  of 
service,  in  which,  for  a  course  of  years,  I  have  been  held 
responsible. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  year  of  unusual  interest,  in  the 
cause  of  education.  This  interest  was  greatly  increased 
and  extended  by  the  wonderful  exhibitions,  connected 
with  our  Centennial,  in  which  all  the  civilized  nations 
shared  some  part.  E  ich  contribu'ed  whatever  was  re- 
garded as  most  indicative  of  the  advancement  and  glory 
of  a  nation.  In  the  aggregate  there  might  be  seen  some- 
thing to  arrest  the  attention  of  all  the  different  classes  rep- 
resented in  such  a  crowd  of  visitors.  The  grand  display 
of  the  art  gallery  furnished  entertainment  for  such  as 
could  appreciate  its  worth ;  the  skillful  and  useful  inven- 
tions in  the  mechanical  arts  were  examined  with  scrutiniz- 
ing eyes.  Never  before  was  the  value  of  lessons  in  object 
teaching  tested  on  such  a  grand  scale.  Bur  the  patrons  of 
education  regarded  the  work  to  be  exhibited  in  their  de- 
partment of  more  than  paramount  importance.  No  king- 
dom or  nation  has  attained  to  any  lasting  renown  without 
good  attainments  in  useful  knowledge.  They  gathered 
up  the  treasures  of  learning  comprised  in  printed  volumes, 
some  of  which  had  been  transmitted  across  the  darkness 
of  the  ages,  and  exhibited  them  is  a  memorial  of  the  Sa- 
ges, and  Philosophers,  and  Christian  Philanthropist-, 
who  have  lived  and  toiled  for  the  benefit  of  their  race.  It 
constituted  a  memorial  of  price'ess  value.  When  it  was 
crowned  with  that  one  Book,  which  claims  a  divine  origin, 
printed  in  two  hundred  different  languages  and  dialecs, 
it  waj  viewed  with  profound  ad  ni ration,  as  it  stood  ihere 
like  a  monument  between  the  centuries.    It  is  an  imper- 
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ishable  monument.  The  truth  and  the  wisdom  comprised 
in  it,  has  been  transferred  to  tablets  trom  which  they  can 
never  be  effaced.  The  Solons,  the  distinguished  professor, 
and  teacher,  some  from  distant  lands,  but  most  from  our 
own  schools,  gathered  there  in  great  numbers,  to  survey 
these  accumulated  treasures,  and  to  learn  more  about  their 
influence  on  the  character  and  destiny  of  nations.  They 
examined  the  different  educational  systems  and  institu- 
tions, and  with  their  armors  burnished  in  such  a  review, 
they  went  forth  to  their  high  calling  with  a  deeper  convic- 
tion of  the  importance  of  their  work.  The  wave  of  influ- 
ence that  was  started  by  their  agency  has  been  extending 
in  wider  circles.  It  has  reached  distant  nations.  Japan 
has  adopted  the  American  system,  and  is  building  school- 
houses  after  the  American  model.  Other  nations  are 
making  improvements  in  their  systems  of  education  ; — 
some  have  established  a  compulsory  law,  and  are  devising 
some  method  to  confer  blessings  on  vast  multitudes  for 
whom  no  instruction  has  been  provided.  In  this  progress 
of  the  nation,  there  may  yet  be  various  interruptions. 
The  cloud  that  has  been  seen  in  the  Eastern  hemisphere, 
though  now  less  ominous,  may  soon  gather  again,  become 
the  prelude  to  a  direful  conflict,  in  which  some  of  the 
fairest  institutions  of  learning  established  by  christian 
philanthropy,  may  be  laid  in  ruins;  but  even  such  a  ca- 
lamity, should  it  come,  may  be  found  among  the  positive 
proofs  ol  prophetic  predictions,  that  point  us  forward  to 
brighter  scenes.  The  enemies  of  a  righteous  cause,  that 
will  not  be  controlled  by  a  moral  influence,  may,  in  the 
purpose  of  the  Sovereign  Ruler,  be  met  and  subdued  by 
the  tire  and  the  storm. 

It  should  be  expected  that  such  a  work,  by  which  the 
nations  are  to  be  enlightened  and  redeemed,  will  be  met  in 
its  advancement  by  antagonistic  forces ;  but  they  cannot 
prevail.  The  tyrants  and  oppressors  who  make  resistance, 
will  be  crushed  beneath  the  car  that  is  now  moving  with 
accelerated  motion  at  the  commencement  of  this  new  cen- 
tury. The  signs  of  the  times  indicate  progress  in  other 
nations.  It  is  so,  we  are  assured,  in  our  own  nation. 
There  are  indeed  evil  agencies  at  work,  who  would  shake 
down  even  the  temple  of  liberty.  We  are  passing  tnrough 
scenes  that  have  put  the  faith  of  patriots  to  a  trial,  and 
that  will  test  the  strength  of  our  civil  and  religious  insti- 
tutions. We  trust  that  in  the  result  there  will  be  seen  full 
proof  of  their  stability.    The  venerated  founders  of  the 
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nation  regarded  our  system  of  education  as  absolutely  es- 
sential to  the  perpetuity  of  these  institutions.  It  was  not 
perfect.  It  is  still  susceptible  of  improvements.  Let  it 
not  be  tinkered  by  unskillful  hands. 

The  work  accomplished  by  its  operations  during  one 
century,  has  been  reviewed.  It  is  a  work  of  indescribable 
importance.  Our  nation  lias  attained  to  an  advanced  po- 
sition among  other  nations.  We  regard  it  as  the  best  ed- 
ucational system  that  has  ever  been  devised.  With  grateful 
recollections  of  the  past,  we  are  permitted  to  commence 
our  second  century  on  a  higher  grade;  but  the  host  of 
educators  and  teachers  who  go  now  to  their  posts  of  duty 
and  observation,  are  held  responsible  for  greater  achieve- 
ments. They  are  the  constituted  guardians  of  liberty  and 
religion.  The  advantage  gained  would  make  a  failure  a 
greater  disaster.  We  have  come  to  a  crisis.  The  lessons 
of  the  day  and  of  the  hour  admonish  them  that  a  more 
thorough  moral  and  religious,  as  well  as  intellectual  culti- 
vation is  needed,  to  prepare  intelligent  minds  for  their 
high  destination  in  this  progressive  age.  Much  credit  is 
often  given  to  modern  improvements,  but  the  summits  of 
.the  mountain  are  yet  far  above  the  heights  that  have  al- 
ready been  attained.  It  is  only  by  constant  and  unremit- 
ted application,  that  higher  elevations  are  to  be  gained; 
but  when  once  the  the  summit  has  been  reached,  the  glory 
of  the  Lord  will  be  revealed,  and  the  faithful  toilers  will 
take  up  the  song  of  the  Alpine  shepherds,  and  sing — 
"Praise  the  Lord,''  and  that  shall  be  the  song  of  all  the 
nations. 

Our  schools  of  primary  instruction  sustain  a  relation 
that  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  whole  system.  They 
work  at  the  foundation. 


The  public  schools  of  Wakefield  have  had  their  usual 
terms  during  the  year,  and  have  been  sustained  in  their 
various  operations,  generally  with  good  success. 

DISTRICT  No.  1— Summer  School. 

Length,  7  weeks ;  whole  number  of  scholars,  20;  aver- 
age attendance,  16;  instances  of  tardiness,  14;  of  dismis- 
sion, 9.  Teacher,  Miss  Mary  J.  Buzzell ;  wages  per  month, 
including  board,  $22. 

Miss  Buzzell  is  a  new  teacher.  She  has  made  some  good 
attainments,  and  kept  her  first  school  with  a  good  degree 
of  success. 
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Fall  and  Winter  Term.— Length,  15  weeks;  whole 
number  of  scholars,  20;  average  attendance,  16 :  instances 
of  tardiness,  56;  of  dismission,  23.  Teacher,  Mr.  Aina«a 
C.  Paul;  wages  per  month,  including  board,  $35.  In  his 
preparation  for  teaching.  Mr.  Paul  secured  good  qualifi- 
cations. By  his  active  interest  and  manifest  love  for  his 
work,  he  awakens  a  corresponding  interest  in  his  pupils. 
The  regular  attendance  was  interrupted  for  a  season  by 
the  severity  of  the  winter,  but  the  average  advancement 
of  the  school  was  very  good.  Mr.  Paul  was  called  to  na^et 
another  engagement  before  the  term  was  closed.  The 
school  is  now  in  operation,  and  the  term  will  be  closed 
under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Hart.  In  Book-keeping 
1,  History  1,  Algebra,  2. 

DISTRICT  No.  2— Summer  Term. 

Length, '8  weeks ;  whole  number  of  scholars,  27;  aver- 
age attendance,  23 ;  instances  of  tardiness,  22;  of  dismis- 
sion, 96.  Teacher,  Miss  Sarah  Clark ;  wages  per  month, 
including  board,  $32. 

Fall  Term. — Length,  10  weeks;  whole  number  of 
scholars,  23;  average  attendance,  20 ;  instances  of  tardi- 
ness, 36 ;  of  dismission,  97.  Teacher,  Miss  Sarah  Clark. 
Wages  per  month,  including  board,  $32. 

Winter  Term.— Length,  9  weeks;  whole  number  of 
scholars,  26;  average  attendance,  22 ;  instances  of  tardi- 
ness, 36;  of  dismissal,  29.  Teacher.  Miss  Sarah  Clark. 
Wages  per  month,  including  board,  $32.  Miss  Clark  is  a 
graduate  from  the  Normal  School,  Plymouth.  She  came 
to  her  school  with  a  purpose  to  work  for  the  benefit  of  her 
pupil*.  Her  method  of  teaching  is  thorough.  She  im- 
parts instruction  with  precision  and  accuracy.  In  the 
reading  exercises,  there  was  very  marked  improvement. 
By  persistent  efforts,  she  succeeded  in  correcting  a  habit  of 
passing  over  this  exercise  with  suppressed  voice,  and  an  indis- 
tinct utterance.  She  effected  a  change,  which  the  committee 
regarded  as  of  very  essential  importance.  The  progress  in  all 
the  usual  branches  was  very  commendable.  During  the  summer 
term,  a  class  of  20  pupils  received  instruction  (orally)  in  Bota- 
ny, 16  in  Composition,  5  in  History,  2  in  Physiology,  24  in 
Drawing,  3  in  Algebra.  A  part  of  these  classes  continued  their 
course  during  the  Fall  and  Winter  terms.  There  was  also  a 
class  of  11  in  Rhetoric  during  the  Fall  term.  The  work  per- 
formed by  some  of  these  classes  was  of  unusual  excellence. 

After  a  short  vacation,  a  private  school  was  commenced  in 
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this  district,  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Clara  Roberts,  a 
graduate  of  the  Young  Ladies'  High  School  Boston,  Mass.  It 
was  interrupted  when  in  successful  operation,  by  a  call  upon 
the  teacher  to  meet  another  engagement. 

DISTRICT  No.  3. 

Summer  Term. — Length,  10  weeks  ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 12  ;  average  attendance,  10  ;  instances  of  tardiness,  4 ; 
dismissal,  4.  Teacher,  Miss  Augusta  Kimball ;  wages  per 
month,  including  board,  $25. 

Fall  Term. — Length,  12  weeks  ;  whole  number  of  scholars, 
11;  average  attendance,  10.  Teacher,  Miss  Augusta  Kimball ; 
wages  per  month,  including  board,  $25. 

This  school  has  a  good  record.  Two  pupils  are  accredited 
with  constant  attendance  and  good  deportment.  They,  of 
course,  made  unusually  good  improvement.  The  interest  of 
the  school  was  well  sustained  during  both  terms,  and  the  aver- 
age advancement  was  very  good.  In  Philosophy  2,  Algebra,  1. 

Winter  Term. — Length,  5  weeks  ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 10 ;  average  attendance,  9 ;  instances  of  tardiness,  5. 
Teacher,  Miss  Lucy  Fall ;  wages  per  month,  including  board, 
$25.  Miss  Fall  possesses  good  qualifications,  and  sustained 
the  interests  of  this  short  school,  we  are  assured,  to  the  general 
satisfaction  ot  her  pupils  and  their  parents.  '  The  school  was 
brought  to  a  close  sooner  than  was  expected,  on  account  of  the 
cold  weather,  and  was  not  visited. 

DISTRICT  No.  4. 

Summer  Term. — Length,  8  weeks  ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 15;  average  attendance,  13;  instances  of  tardiness,  3;  of 
dismissal,  5.  Teacher,  Miss  Lucy  Fall;  wages  per  month,  in- 
cluding board,  $36.  A  part  of  the  pupils  who  attended  this 
term  are  removed  from  the  register  to  the  new  district.  Miss 
Fall  sought  to  awaken  an  interest  in  her  pupils,  and  to  impart 
instruction  with  diligent  care  and  effort,  and  was  successful  in 
promoting  their  improvement. 

Fall  Term. — Length,  11  weeks  ;  whole  number  of  scholars, 
17 ;  average  attendance,  10 ;  instances  of  tardiness,  8 ;  of  dis- 
missal, 47.  Teacher,  Miss  Ida  O.  Merrow  ;  wages  per  month, 
including  board,  $27. 

With  active  interest  in  behalf  of  her  pupils,  Miss  Merrow 
tried  some  useful  inventions  to  awaken  their  attention,  and  in- 
spire in  them  a  desire  for  improvement.  She  gave  to  the 
younger  classes  lessons  of  oral  instruction,  and  required  some 
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due  regard  to  lessons  in  first  rudiments.  The  interest  was  well 
sustained,  and  the  advancement  of  the  school  was  creditable. 

DISTRICT  No.  5. 

Summer  Term. — Length,  9  weeks  ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 24;  average  attendance,  21;  instances  of  tardiness,  25; 
of  dismissal,  45.  Teacher,  Miss  Lizzie  C.  Farnham ;  wages 
per  month,  including  board,  $32.  Miss  Farnham  has  been  ac- 
credited as  a  faithful  and  successful  teacher  for  years  past.  She 
has  taught  six  terms  in  this  district  before.  Her  well-earned 
reputation  has  been  fully  sustained. 

Fall  axd  Winter  Term  — Length,  15  weeks  ;  whole  num- 
ber of  scholars,  21 ;  average  attendance,  20;  instances  of  tar- 
diness. 17  ;  of  dismissal,  35.  Teacher,  Mr.  J.  H.  Hutchins,  a 
graduate  from  Bates  College.  Wages  of  teacher,  including 
board,  $42.  Mr  Hutchins  kept  an  excellent  school.  The  re- 
suits  witnessed  at  the  examination  were  very  satisfactory.  There 
was  evidence  of  good  progress  in  all  the  usual  studies.  The 
Committee  regarded  the  class  in  English  grammar  found  here, 
as  the  best  in  the  town.  In  Physiology,  a  class  of  5,  Geometry 
3,  Algebra  3,  Philosophy  2,  Book-keeping  3,  Rhetoric,  1,  Latin 
1.  There  was  also  a  class  of  6  in  History,  during  the  Summer 
cerm.    The  progress  of  these  classes  was  very  creditable.

Winter  Term  — Length,  12  weeks  ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 16;  average  attendance,  13;  instances  of  tardiness,  36. 
Teacher,  Mrs.  L.  E.  Vining;  wages  per  month,  including 
board,  $20. 

By  kind  and  untiring  efforts,  Mrs.  Vining  awakened  an  in- 
terest in  the  school,  that  was  well  sustained  during  all  the  terms, 
that  resulted,  we  thinl?,  in  good  improvement.  The  teacher 
has  given  the  names  of  several  on  her  register,  who  are  thought 
to  be  worthy  of  credit  for  constant  attendance,  for  good  de- 
portment, and  for  good  recitations.  In  the  History  of  United 
States,  6;  in  Music,  16,  or  the  whole  school.  This  was  made 
a  very  pleasant  exercise  ;  we  think,  too,  very  useful. 
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DISTRICT  No.  7. 

Summer  Term. — Length,  6  weeks;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 14;  average  attendance,  10;  instances  of  tardiness,  10; 
of  dismissal,  15.  Teacher,  Miss  Susan  Hobbs;  wages  per 
month,  including  board,  $22.  Miss  Hobbs  has  been  reported 
as  the  teacher  in  this  school  during  several  terms  before,  pos- 
sessing good  attainments,  and  ever  faithful  in  her  endeavors  to 
promote  the  improvement  of  her  pupils.  A  part  of  the  pupils 
were  interrupted  in  their  attendance  by  sickness.  It  is  thought 
that  those  who  were  constant,  made  very  good  progress. 

Fall  Term. — Length,  6  weeks;  whole  number  of  scholars, 
10;  average  attendance,  9;  instances  of  tardiness,  9.  Teacher, 
Mr.  A.  S.  Goodwin;  wages  per  month,  including  board,  $22. 
This  short  school  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  Goodwin,  was, 
we  think,  made  very  profitable  to  the  few.  He  has  had  the  ex- 
perience of  several  years  in  this  service,  and  testifies  that  this 
school  was  distinguished,  as  an  example  of  good  order,  and  of 
a  thorough  preparation  in  all  the  recitations.    In  History,  1. 

VVixter  Term — Length,  10  weeks  ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 9;  average  attendance,  6;  instances  of  tardiness,  26. 
Teacher,  Mr.  M.  C.  Clark;  wages  per  month,  including  board, 
$22.  Mr.  Clark  is  a  new  teacher,  who  has  sought,  by  studious 
effort  and  care  to  prepare  himself  for  this  work.  The  attend- 
ance was  interrupted  here  as  in  other  instances,  by  the  severity 
of  the  winter.  The  school  was  not  visited  at  the  close,  but  we 
are  assured  that  the  interests  of  the  school  were  sustained  with 
the  general  approval  of  the  pupils  and  their  parents.  In  His- 
tory o,  Algebra,  2. 

DISTRICT  No.  8. 

Summer  Term. — Length,  6  weeks  ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 16;  average  attendance,  15:  instances  of  tardiness,  10; 
of  dis  nissal,  lo.  Teic'ier.  \Iiss  Fljreice  Shorey;  wages  per 
month,  including  board,  $28.  In  this  district  of  her  native 
home,  Miss  Shorey  sustained  the  interests  of  the  school  with 
good  success.  With  a  kind  but  firm  purpose,  order  was  sus- 
tained and  thorough  instruction  was  imparted  with  unwearied 
care.    The  advancement  good 

Fall  Term  — Length,  12  weeks ;  whole  number  of  scholars, 
24;  average  attendance,  20;  instances  of  tardiness,  27;  of 
dismissal,  10.  Teacher,  Mr.  Charles  L.  Wentworth ;  wages 
per  month,  including  board,  $50.  We  were  glad  to  welcome 
back  to  his  native  town,  a  teacher  who  kept  his  first  school  in 
one  of  our  districts.  Mr.  Wentworth  has  been  employed  in 
this  service,  principally,  in  his  adopted  State,  for  a  period,  we 
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think,  of  more  than  twenty  years  ;  but  he  has  lost  nothing  of 
his  active  energy  and  skill  in  conducting  the  operations  of  a 
school.  He  kept  for  this  district  a  very  profitable  school.  In 
addition  to  thorough  instruction  in  the  usual  branches,  he  gave 
some  very  useful  instruction,  in  oral  lessons,  on  the  constitution 
and  government  of  the  United  States.  In  Composition,  3; 
Geometry  and  Trigonometry  1,  Surveying  1,  Rhetoric  1. 

Winter  Term. — Length,  4  weeks  ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 10;  average  attendance,  7.  Teacher,  Mr.  J.  H.  Hutchins; 
wages  per  month,  including  board,  $42.  This  school  was  nec- 
essarily short.  There  was  a  demand  for  it  from  a  part  of  the 
district.  Mr.  H.  is  reported  as  a  successful  teacher  in  another 
district.  The  weather  was  unusually  cold  and  stormy  during 
most  of  the  time.  The  school  was  made  profitable  to  those 
who  could  attend. 

DISTRICT  No.  9. 

Summer  Term. — Length,  10  weeks ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 50;  average  attendance,  43;  instances  of  tardiness,  27; 
of  dismissal,  16.  Teacher,  Mr.  J.  F.  Hart  ;  wages  per  month, 
including  board,  $36. 

Fall  Term. — Length,  12  weeks;  whole  number  of  scholars, 
44;  average  attendance,  38;  instances  of  tardiness,  26  ;  of  dis- 
mission, 18.  Teacher,  Mr.  J.  F.  Hart ;  wages  per  month,  in- 
cluding board,  $42. 

Winter  Term. — Length,  8  weeks  ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 38;  average  attendance,  35:  instances  of  tardiness,  23;  of 
dismissal,  22.  Teacher,  Mr.  J.  F.  Hart.  In  a  school  so  large, 
divided,  necessarily,  into  so  many  classes,  there  is  a  demand 
for  much  wisdom  and  skill,  in  order  to  govern  and  teach  with 
the  best  success.  Mr.  Hart  communicated  instruction  with  ac- 
tive energy  during  the  successive  terms.  There  was  evidence 
that  the  classes  in  Arithmetic  had  not  been  permitted  to  hasten 
forward  too  rapidly,  but  had  been  subjected  to  a  thorough  drill 
infractions  and  other  rules.  The  average  progress  of  the 
school  during  the  year,  we  think,  was  good.  In  History  2, 
Book-keeping  8,  Algebra  3,  Map-drawing  18,  Composition  14, 

DISTRICT  No.  10. 

Summer  Term. — Length,  6  weeks;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 6 ;  average  attendance,  5 ;  instances  of  tardiness,  20  ;  of 
dismissal,  6.  Teacher,  Miss  Lizzie  Palmer;  wages  per  month, 
including  board,  $18.70.  Miss  Palmer  was  a  new  teacher.  She 
manifested  a  very  kind  interest  in  this  little  school,  intrusted  to 
her  care.  Her  earnest  endeavors  to  impart  instruction  re  suited 
in  some  manifest  improvement. 
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Fall  Term. — Length,  7  weeks;  whole  number  of  scholars, 
6;  average,  attendance,  5;  instances  of  tardiness,  8;  of  dis- 
missal, 7.  Teacher,  Miss  Florence  Shorey;  wages  per  month, 
including  board,  $21.  The  interest  of  this  term  was  increased 
by  the  attendance  of  a  number  of  pupils  living  out  of  the  dis- 
trict and  not  registered.  The  teacher's  work  was  faithfully  dis- 
charged, and  with  very  good  results. 

Winter  Term. — Length,  10  weeks ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 7  ;  average  attendance,  6 ;  instances  of  tardiness,  59 ;  of 
dismissal,  11.  Teacher,  Mr.  J.  M.  Hersom.  Mr.  Hersom  is 
a  teacher  of  good  attainments.  His  instruction  was  thorough; 
a  few  instances  of  unusually  good  improvement.  The  average, 
good. 

DISTRICT  No.  11. 

Summer  Term. — Length,  6  weeks;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 21;  average  attendance,  13;  instances  of  tardiness,  32; 
of  dismissal,  5.  Teacher,  Miss  Lizzie  R.  Clifford;  wages  per 
month,  including  board,  $22.  Miss  Clifford  was  a  new  teacher 
in  this  school,  who  sought  the  improvement  of  the  pupils  with 
some  earnest  endeavor ;  but  in  governing  and  in  teaching  she 
did  not  attain  to  entire  success. 

Fall  Term. — Length,  5  weeks ;  whole  number  of  scholars, 
21 ;  average  attendance,  15 ;  instances  of  tardiness,  13  ;  of  dis- 
missal, 7.  Teacher,  Miss  Sarah  E.  Hodgdon;  wages  per 
month,  including  board,  $19.  Miss  Hodgdon  was  a  newteach- 
cr.  It  was  thought  at  the  commencement  of  the  term  that  there 
were  indications  of  success.  The  term  was  very  short  and  could 
not  result  in  any  marked  improvement. 

Winter  Term. — Length,  6  weeks ;  whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 23;  average  attendance,  22:  instances  of  tardiness,  9;  of 
dismissal,  11.  Teacher,  Mr.  Arista  S  Goodwin.  This  school 
has  a  good  record  for  the  winter  term — 15  pupils  have  no  marks 
of  absence.  Mr.  Goodwin  entered  upon  his  work  with  charac- 
teristic energy,  and  was  successful  in  awakening  a  new  interest 
in  this  school.  His  teaching,  we  think,  was  thorough,  and  the. 
progress  remarkably  good.  The  teacher  left  the  school  before 
the  whole  appropriation  for  the  term  was  expended,  to  meet 
another  engagement.  It  had  a  supplement  of  two  weeks,  under 
the  care  of  Miss  Susie  Thompson,  a  former  teacher. 

DISTRICT  No.  12. 

This  district  was  organized  during  the  past  year  to  accom- 
modate a  growing  village  at  Wolfeboro  Junction.  It  had  no 
school  during  the  Summer  and  Fall.  The  citizens,  with  gener- 
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ous  liberality,  have  erected  a  school-house  at  a  cost  of  about 
$3000.  It  is  made  convenient  in  its  construction,  and  very 
neat  in  its  finish  and  furniture.  It  has  been  furnished  with  a, 
bell  by  the  liberality  of  Hon.  J.  W.  Sanborn.  It  is  the  best 
school- house  in  town. 

This  district  had  a  winter  term  commenced  in  January.  It 
can  be  reported  only  to  the  close  of  the  current  school  year. 
Length,  5  weeks  ;  whole  number  of  scholars,  50 ;  average  at- 
tendance, 45.  Teacher,  Charles  W .  Sanborn;  wages  per 
month,  including  board,  $48.  Mr.  Sanborn  is  a  teacher  ot  high 
attainments.  He  was  a  successful  teacher  in  several  of  our 
schools  while  pursuing  his  education.  He  is  encouraged  in  his 
work  by  the  full  attendance  of  the  entire  district,  and  several 
from  other  districts.  This  school  is  now  in  successful  operation. 
W e  are.  glad  to  place  this  new  competitor  on  the  list  of  the  dis- 
tricts that  are  seeking  to  raise  the  standard  of  education,  and 
promote  the  best  interests  of  the  rising  race. 

The  whole  number  of  scholars  in  the  schools  during  the  year, 
271 ;  average  attendance,  215  ;  whole  number  of  boys,  137  ; 
whole  number  of  girls,  134.  Whole  amount  appropriated  for 
the  support  of  the  schools,  $2406.95;  amount  appropriated  for 
each  scholar,  $8.88.  This  estimate  will  be  increased  a  little  by 
items  included  in  the  amount  of  expenditures.  The  Selectmen 
are  now  required  by  law  to  make  an  enumeration  of  the  chil- 
dren of  each  sex,  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15  annually,  in  the 
month  of  April.  In  their  enumeration  for  April,  1876,  as  re- 
ported to  the  Supt.  School  Committee,  there  were  in  the  town, 
101  boys,  and  113  girls.  The  Committee  have  not  thought  it 
expedient  to  make  any  change  in  the  text-books,  during  the 
year.  Some  have  desired  a  change  in  the  grammar,  and  some 
in  the  geography.  The  notice  of  one  new  series  of  books  after 
another  has  been  sent  to  us  with  high  recommendations,  but 
we  have  thought  that  true  economy  requires  that  the  Committee 
should  be  assured  of  some  essential  advantage  to  be  gained  by 
an  exchange.  If  the  State  authorities  would  undertake  the 
work  of  supplying  the  schools  with  books,  and,  with  the  aid  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  prepare  an  eclectic  series  to  be  fur- 
nished by  some  publisher  for  the  whole  State,  we  think  there 
might  be  a  great  saving  in  the  aggregate.  Would  this  infringe 
upon  the  inalienable  rights  of  towns  or  individuals  ? 

There  are  various  modern  improvements  which  have  conferred 
great  blessings  upon  the  schools,  for  which  grateful  acknowl- 
edgments are  due  ;  but  some  things  have  been  suggested  as 
improvements,  that  we  think  ought  to  be  regarded  with  some 
grains  of  caution.  A  distinguished  educator who  has  prejffred 
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a  series  of  Readers  and  a  Spelling-book,  recommends  that  the 
spelling  exercise  should  be  performed  by  uttering  the  letters  in 
a  word  without  regard  to  the  syllables  This  seems  to  be  put 
forward  as  a  new  method.  It  is  no  better  and  no  worse,  simply 
because  it  is  old ;  but  it  is  an  old  method  of  spelling  which 
learners  have  ever  been  inclined  to  adopt,  and  which  teachers 
have  been  trying  to  correct  all  along'  the  past  century.  We 
think  still  that  the  best  method  of  spelling  for  primary  classes 
is  to  require  a  distinct  pronunciation  of  syllable,  and  then  the 
whole  word.  We  think  that  the  learner  j^ets  a  more  correct 
idea  of  a  word,  and  retains  it  better.  Another  educator  has 
recommended  that  the  method  of  conducting  the  examinations 
of  schools  by  questions  and  answers  should  be  entirely  abol- 
ished, and  that  the  examination  should  be  written.  We  think 
that  in  this  case  an  attempt  to  correct  an  error  involves  a 
greater  error.  Certainly  the  method  of  giving  instruction  by 
question  and  answer,  to  a  limited  extent,  has  been  found  very 
successful,  and  we  think  it  is  as  useful  in  the  examinations  of 
district  schools.  We  regard  it  as  better  to  take  only  a  short 
space  for  solving  problems  by  a  written  method,  just  enough  to 
show  that  it  has  been  practiced  in  the  daily  drill,  and,  in  such 
schools,  and  to  have  the  examination  conducted  principally 
by  the  teacher.  May  not  the  committee  in  this  way  confer  a 
greater  benefit  upon  the  schools,  and  by  a  careful  observation, 
get  more  correct  knowledge  of  the  work  that  has  been  per- 
formed, both  by  the  teacher  and  pupils  for  a  given  term. 

We  have  surveyed  the  work  that  has  been  performed  by 
teachers  during  the  year  with  unabated  interest.  Several  of 
these  teachers  proved  themselves  efficient.  They  brought  to 
their  work  a  aood  preparation,  improved  by  practical  experi- 
ence. Some  teachers  have  continued  to  make  improvement,  as 
all  teachers  and  Committees  ought  to  do ;  and  they  have  lost 
nothing  of  their  enthusiasm,  or  of  their  love  for  the  work  as- 
signed them.  Several  were  youny:  teachers,  who  learned,  in 
this  first  trial,  something  about  their  responsibility  and  their 
need  of  jjood  qualifications  in  order  to  attain  the  highest  suc- 
cess. There  are  many  things  included  in  such  qualifications . 
The  mechanic  who  wishes  to  make  high  attainments  in  his  art, 
must  not  only  acquire  some  knowledge  of  the  nature  and  prin- 
ciples of  that  art,  and  learns  to  do  the  work  assigned  him,  in 
which  he  makes  trial  of  skillful  inventions;  but  he  must  have 
for  that  work  some  native  aptitude.  So  it  is  in  teaching;  in 
addition  to  all  other  good  endowments,  there  is  required  a  na- 
tive aptitude.  Without  it  the  work  performed  will  be  only  a 
son  of  mechanical  service,  and  the  success  only  partial,  There 
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is  still  a  demand  for  <rood  teaching1.  Those  who  fall  back,  and 
lose  their  interest  by  neglecting  to  seek  for  higher  attainments, 
will  fail  to  meet  that  demand.  Those  who  would  share  an  hon- 
orable part  in  a  work  of  such  high  importance,  must  catch  the 
spirit  of  the  age  and  prepare  themselves,  not  only  to  communi- 
cate, in  the  best  manner,  all  that  instruction  that  is  so  essential 
to  good  intellectual  attainments,  but  to  combine  in  their  teach- 
ing all  the  essential  elements  of  education  that  are  designed  to 
prepare  youthful  adventurers,  both  for  a  limited  service  here, 
and  for  a  higher  destination  when  their  earthly  mission  is  ended. 

There  is  much  written  and  much  said  at  this  period 
about  Reforms;  and,  in  writing  as  I  do,  in  the  interest  of 
the  schools,  I  maybe  allowed,  I  think,  some  brief  refer- 
ence to  this  subject.  All  are  ready  to  admit  that  reforms 
are  needed.  They  are  demanded  in  the  policy  of  high  of- 
ficials in  the  national  and  State  governments.  They  are 
required  in  managing  the  finances  of  the  nation,  and  in 
taking  care  of  the  extended  interests  of  railroad  and  other 
corporations.  They  are  needed  everywhere — in  business 
transactions  and  in  the  manner  of  living.  T>ut  we  wish  to 
apply  this  term  more  especially  to  what  are  denominated 
moral  evils —to  views  that  have  prevailed  to  such  a  wide 
extent,  and  to  the  influence  of  which  children  and  youth 
are  so  much  exposed.  We  are  aware  that  some  think  that 
the  subject  of  intemperance,  with  its  attendant  evils,  had 
better  not  be  introduced  in  this  connection  ;  but  why  not? 
We  regard  it  as  pre-eminently  proper  that  teachers  in  the 
schools,  and  parents  at  their  homes  should  be  kindly  ad- 
monished of  their  duty  to  give  good  instruction  in  regard 
to  this  great  evil.  It  is  here  that  4 '  the  ounce  of  preven- 
tive" may  be  most  successfullv  applied..  Intemperance 
is  the  foe  that  has,  for  a  succession  of  generations,  robbed 
the  schools  of  part  of  their  resources,  and  taken  from  them 
some  of  their  brightest  ornaments. 

I  read  a  notice  last  fill  I  of  the  governor  of  one  of  the 
north-western  states,  who  went  to  a  remote  county  of  his 
state  to  survey  the  ravages  of  the  grasshoppers.  He  found 
families  of  children  who  had  been  crying  to  their  parents 
for  bread;  the  good  governor  returned  home  and  hastened 
the  work  of  sending  the  needed  supplies  to  such  sufferers. 
Let  the  ravages  of  all  the  armies  of  locusts  that  have 
come  down  from  the  mountains  and  invaded  the  verdant 
fields  of  the  hardy  pioneers  be  presented  in  oue  view,  and 
the  sickening  scene  of  desolation  would  be  only  like  the 
small  drop  of  the  bucket  compared  with  the  ravages  of 
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intemperance.  The  manner  in  which  they  are  extended, 
stealthily  and  by  so  many  strategems,  is  such  that  we  do 
not  at  once  get  the  vivid  impression  of  a  sad  scene,  like 
one  who  surveys  a  battle  lield,  or  walks  in  the  path  of  the 
whirlwind  and  the  storm.  Could  these  rav;i£es  be  grouped 
together  we  could  not  l<>ng  witness  the  appalling:  specta- 
cle. It  would  comprise  thousands  of  childreu  in  absolute 
want,  without  any  care  or  any  good  instruction  from  their 
natural  guardians;  companies  of  little  wanderers  here 
and  there,  outcasts  that  must  be  taken  to  the  children's 
home;  families,  once  in  a  state  of  affluence,  reduced  to 
abjec  poverty — in  short  all  the  forms  of  misery  and  vvoe, 
constituting  in  the  agirre^ate  a  scene  of  indescribable 
wretchedness.  One  just  view  of  it  would  ctrry  the  con- 
viction of  moral  wrong  deep  down  into  the  consciences  of 
those  who  are  engaged  in  the  traffic  of  intoxicating  drink. 
It  is  by  this  means  they  are  cultivating  the  burning  thirst 
for  a  destroying  evil,  and  furnishing  new  recruits  for  the 
army  of  drunkards. 

Only  a  few  days  since  a  committee  from  the  Legislature 
of  Massachusetts  gave  a  hearing  to  the  Woman's  Chiistian 
Temperance  Union,  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, upon  their  petition  for  aid  in  suppressing  ihz 
evils  of  intemperanee.  They  presented  their  views  in 
well  written  essays  containing  some  statistics  in  regard  to 
the  various  evils  and  the  great,  expense  occasioned  by  the 
liquor  traffic.  One  ladv  testified  that  they  did  not  ask  or 
wish  the  right  of  suffrage  themselves,  but  wished  the 
voting  population  to  prohibit  what  was  destroying  the 
American  people.  A  lady  of  South  Boston  wanted  the 
Legislature  to  protect  their  homes  from  this  evil;  she  had 
been  informed  that  it  was  not  an  uncommon  thing  for  the 
boys  in  the  Hijjh  Schools  to  get  intoxicated  and  have  to 
be  excused  from  their  recitations  for  that  cause.  A  lady 
from  Chicago  said  the  liquor  traffic  had  produced  for  them 
60  per  cent,  of  the  insane,  70  per  cent,  of  the  criminals 
ami  83  per  cent,  of  their  murders ;  in  Massachusetts  she 
said  two  and  one-half  times  as  much  is  spent  for  drink  as 
for  food,  four  times  as  much  as  for  clothing,  and  that  this 
traffic  made  the  groir  shop  a  sort  of  school,  from  which 
we  are  furnished  with  all  sorts  of  evil  doers,  and  all  sorts 
of  rings  but  rhe  ring  of  true  coin.  One  presented  a 
mother's  plea,  and  another  a  plea  in  behalf  of  th<*  re- 
formed men.  These  honorable  women  are  engaged  in  a 
noble  work*   They  are  seeking  to  remove  the  curse  of  the 
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terrible  evils  to  wlvch  we  have  briefly  referred,  and  they 
are  doing  it  with  a  kind  and  self-denying  spirit  coupled 
with  heroic  fortitude  that  is  worthy  of  admiration.  They 
perform  their  work  with  a  special  regard  to  the  welfare 
of  the  youthful  generation. 

We  would  have  what  we  seek  to  accomplish  in  the 
cause  of  temperance  done  in  the  same  spirir.  Certainly 
we  would  not  utter  one  rash  or  unkind  word.  We  have 
no  personal  or  selfish  interest  to  sustain.  AVc  would  if  it 
were  in  our  power  bring  ali,  without  regard  to  party  of 
denomination,  into  one  union,  in  which  we  would  work 
together  with  an  unyielding  purpose  to  remove  the  evils 
of  intemperance  from  all  the  communities  around  us. 
And  such  an  alliance  in  such  a  cause  we  think  might  be 
called  a  "Holy  Alliance."  It  is  we  think  in  accordance 
with  the  spirit  of  kindness  to  maintain  right  principles 
with  a  true  purpose.  We  do  not  intrude  upon  the  affairs 
of  a  neighbor,  or  encroach  upon  the  lawful  rights  of  any 
citizen,  when  we  say  in  kindness  to  those  who  are  en- 
gaged in  the  traffic  of  intoxicating  drinks  for  the  sake  of 
gain,  we  think  you  have  no  moral  right  to  pursue  that 
traffic,  and  that  it  ought  to  be  abaudoned;  we  regard  such 
traffic  as  a  violation  of  the  Divine  Teacher,  and  involving 
a  responsibility  that  may  be  found  hard  to  be  borne  at  the 
end.  The  interests  involved  are  such  that  we  are  not 
permitted  to  indulge  a  fastidious  taste  or  to  neglect  man- 
ifest duty.  We  have  cause  for  grateful  acknowledgement 
that  a  work  of  moral  reform  of  such  deep  and  extended 
interest  has  been  accomplished  during  the  past  year.  We 
are  thankful  that  so  much  has  been  accomplished  in  our 
own  town,  and  the  schools  have  afforded  some  aid  in  es- 
tablishing right  principles.  Of  one  teacher  it  was  said  by 
a; pupil  that  he  gave  a  little  lecture  on  temperance  almost 
every  day,  including  narcotics.  This  was  done  only  in- 
cidentally and  very  briefly;  that  teacher  kept  an  excellent 
school  and  secured  the  love  and  respect  of  his  pupils  to 
an  unusual  degree.  We  are  assured  that  there  has  been 
some  abatement  in  the  traffic  to  which  we  have  alluded, 
but  has  it  ceased  in  all  the  different  sections  of  the  town? 
Tliere  has  also  been  some  essential  improvements  in  the 
religious  interests  of  the  town ;  large  numbers  have  at- 
tended on  the  ordinances  of*  the  Sabbath  in  some  sections 
of  the  town. 

Pardon  us  if  we  have  exceeded  our  proper  limit.  There 
is  another  foe  of  our  free  schools,  whose  evil  devices  ought 
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to  be  watched  with  unceasing  vigilance.  There  is  some- 
thing- strangely  perverse  and  wicked  in  the  demand  of 
Romanism  that  the  Bible  should  be  taken  out  of  the 
schools.  Its  possession  is  their  sacred  right.  It  is  the 
best  book  that  has  ever  been  seen.  It  is  now  carrying- 
light,  peace,  hope  and  salvation  to  all  the  nations.  Let 
that  arrogant  demand  be  resisted  by  parents  and  by  chris- 
tian people  here  and  elsewhere. 

In  this  advancing  age  our  schools  are  like  a  train  on 
the  ascending-  grade,  which  needs  all  the  appliances  pro- 
vided with  a  moving  power  increased  by  new  resources. 
Let  them,  together  with  our  religious  institutions,  be  sus- 
tained in  their  successful  operations  with  a  generous  lib- 
erality, and  they  will  confer  yet  richer  blessings  on 
succeeding  generations.

School  Report. 


Respectfully  submitted  to  the  citizens  of  Wakefield  bv  the  Sup- 
erintending- School  Committee. 

The  working"  forces  by  which  the  educational  interest  of  the 
schools  are  sustained,  have  performed  their  accustomed  operations 
during-  another  year.  They  share  an  important  part  in  a  great  en- 
terprise that  is  regarded  with  increasing-  favor  by  all  civilized 
nations.  It  is  producing-  results  of  incalculable  importance.  In 
its  onward  progress,  it  is  like  the  ligiit  of  the  morning  to  myriads 
of  susceptible  minds.  In  a  partial  review  of  what  it  had  accom 
plished  for  our  own  nation  during-  one  centurv,  the  effective  forces 
by  which  so  much  had  been  achieved,  were  reanimated  and  inspired 
with  brig-hter  hopes  the  for  future.  Thev  have  entered  on  the 
work  of  another  century,  like  an  advanced  guard  that  have  gained 
an  eminence  where  they  may  more  successfully  meet  the  foe  that 
must  be  vanquished.  But  in  this  position  they  make  a  more  ex- 
tended survey  of  the  wide  field  in  which  their  conquests  must  be 
extended;  they  discover  a  vast  number,  sustaining  civil  relations 
to  the  most  favored  nations  on  earth,  for  whom  no  adequate 
means  of  instruction  has  vet  been  provided.  Such  a- disco  very  is 
like  a  cloud  of  intellectual  and  moral  darkness  that  almost  inter- 
cepts the  visions  of  hope.  Who  has  not  sometimes  been  ready  to 
regard  the  estimated  number  in  our  whole  nation,  who  have  re- 
ceived no  education  with  a  measure  of  increduality?  But  in  a  gen- 
eral estimate  we  have  facts  that  are  confirmed  by  the  best  authori- 
ty. The  chief  magistrate  in  our  government,  when  making-  some 
communications  to  Congress  in  reg-ard  to  the  interests  of  educa- 
tion, in  hi?  late  messag-e  says:  "No  less  than  one-seventh  of  the 
entire  voting-  population  of  our  country  are  yet  unable  to  read  and 
write."   We  have  no  reliable  statistics  in  regard  to  the  number 
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found  in  separate  States ;  but  it  is  testified,  on  the  authority  of  an 
editor  in  Kentucky,  that  "three-sevenths  of  the  electors  of  that  State 
are  unable  to  read."  This  includes  40,000  whites  and  50,000  ne- 
groes. In  another  notice,  one  member  of  the  Kentucky  Legislature 
is  reported  as  not  able  to  read  or  write.  This  large  amount  of 
illiteracy  includes  different  nationalities.  The  largest  proportion 
are  of  African  descent,  but  there  are  also  living  in  the  same  States 
very  large  numbers  of  whites  almost  as  destitute  of  cultivation. 
For  what  has  already  been  accomplished  in  behalf  of  these  neglect- 
ed millions  we  are  indebted,  to  a  large  amount,  to  the  American 
Missionary  Associations.  Soon  after  the  memorable  "  Act  of 
Emancipation,"  this  work  in  the  educational  department,  wa» 
commenced  by  a  class  of  heroic  christian  men  and  women,  who 
were  ready  to  meet  the  conditions,  and  engage  in  a  self-denying 
service,  amid  discouragements  and  reproaches,  and  often  at  the 
hazard  of  life.  With  undeviating  purpose  they  pursued  their  toils, 
relying  on  the  only  arm  that  could  sustain  them ;  and  what  have 
been  the  results?  We  can  only  make  a  brief  reference  to  the 
schools  that  have  been  established  by  their  agency. 

That  Association  has  now  under  its  care,  in  the  States  where 
slavery  once  prevailed,  "Eight  chartered  institutions,  some  of 
which  sustain  the  rank  of  colleges,''  and  "  Eleven  seminaries,"  that 
Lold  the  rank  of  the  High  School,  the  Institute  or  the  Normal 
School.  The  whole  number  of  pupils  connected  with  these  insti- 
stitutions  is  5,404.  The  number  of  schools  that  are  taught  by 
teachers  who  have  been  educated  in  these  seminaries,  is  estimated 
at  100,000.  Such  a  work  sustained  by  so  much  uuewaried,  and 
often,  unrewarded,  toil,  ought  to  be  regarded  as  of  vital  import- 
ance to  the  interests  of  the  whole  nation.  It  ought  to  receive  a 
very  liberal  patronage.  There  is  almost  an  undiminished  number 
living  in  the  States  where  this  destitution  has  been  found,  still 
without  the  means  of  education.  They  will  have  their  destinies 
shaped  by  the  nation  with  which  they  are  colinected  in  civil  re- 
lations. 

Is  it  right,  is  it  safe  to  let  them  remain  in  such  a  state  of  ignor- 
ance, exposed  to  so  many  wicked  devices,  where  they  may  work 
out  their  own  ruin  and  the  ruin  of  the  nation  with  it?  There  is  an 
artful  foe,  who  is  now  proffering  gratuitous  education  to  the 
Freedmen.    They  have  commenced  their  schools  supplied  with 
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abundant  resources.  Such  an  antagonist  as  Romanism  must  be 
met  and  resisted,  not  with  murderous  weapons,  but  with  light 
and  truth.  The  noble  work  of  raising-  up  the  fallen,  and  commun- 
icating light  and  truth  to  those  from  whom  the  key  of  knowledge 
has  been  taken  away,  ought  to  be  hastened  forward  with  re- 
doubled power.  The  intellectual  and  moral  forces,  by  which  that 
power  is  augmented,  need  to  be  increased  a  hundred  fold.  These 
effective  forces  will  be  found  in  well  educated  teachers.  Let  our 
system  of  free  schools  extend  to  every  part  of  the  nation,  and  let 
the  initiatory  work  intrusted  to  the  primary  schools  be  well  per- 
formed, and  the  supply  of  active  forces  will  soon  be  equal  to  the 
demand.  Let  it  be  so,  and  New  Hampshire,  and  Wakefield  even, 
may  still  have  teachers  that  can  be  sent  forth  to  other  fields  in  the 
West  and  in  the  South. 


The  district  schools  of  Wakefield  have  been  sustained  in  their 
operations  during  the  past  year  and  generally  with  good  success. 

DISTRICT  No.  1. 
Summer  Term. — Length,  8  weeks;  whole  number  of  scholars, 
16;  average  attendance,  13;  instances  of  tardiness,  57;  of  dismis- 
sion, 10.    Teacher,  Miss  I.  L.  Pike ;  wages  per  month,  including 
board,  $24. 

Miss  Pike  is  a  new  teacher  who  has  made  good  attainments  in 
the  branches  required  in  the  district  school.  Her  instruction  was 
accurate,  and  her  whole  duty  was  performed  with  unwearied  care, 
and  yet  she  was  not  quite  successful.  With  a  little  more  experi- 
ence, in  which  she  may  acquire  apt  and  conciliatory  methods  of 
awakening  and  encouraging  youthful  minds,  she  may  become. a 
very  useful  teacher. 

Fall  and  Winter  Term. — Length,  17  3-5  weeks;  whole  number 
of  scholars,  20;  average  attendance,  16 ;  instances  of  tardiness, 229  ; 
of  dismission.  16.  Teacher,  Mr.  C.  H.  Fox;  wages  per  month,  in- 
cluding board,  $32.  Mr.  Fox  was  also  a  new  teacher.  His  regis- 
ter contains  some  irregularities  in  attendance,  which  may  be  ac- 
counted for  in  part,  by  the  prevalence  of  the  whooping  cough;  but 
the  large  number  of  marks  for  tardiness,  may  not  thus  be  account- 
ed for — it  must  be  referred  to  parents.  He  commenced  his  work 
with  a  manifest  purpose  to  be  faithful,  and  was  successful  in 
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awakening  a  good  degree  of  interest  in  his  pupils,  which  was  well 
sustained  during  a  long  term.  The  results  were  creditable  to  both 
the  teacher  and  pupils. 

DISTRICT  No.  2. 
Summer  Term. — Length,  8  weeks;  whole  number  of  scholars,  27; 
average  attendance,  24;  instances  of  tardiness,  10;  of  dismission, 
8.  Teacher,  Miss  Lillie  H.  Hodgdon.  Miss  Hodgdon  is  a  gradu- 
ate from  the  Normal  School,  Plymouth,  N.  II.  She  is  a  well  qual- 
ified teacher.  She  conducted  the  operations  of  her  school  with 
good  success. 

Fall  Term. — Length,  10  weeks;  whole  number  of  scholars,  33; 
average  attendance,  29;  instances  of  tardiness,  27;  of  dismission, 
35.  Teacher,  Miss  Florence  Twitchell ;  wages  per  month,  includ- 
ing board,  $25.  Miss  Twitchell  is  a  graduate  from  Bordentown 
Female  College,  Bordentown,  N.J.  She  has  taught  several  schools 
in  town  during  past  years  with  good  success.  She  loves  the  teach- 
er's work,  and  is  untiring  in  her  efforts  to  promote  the  improve- 
ment of  her  pupils.  Their  progress  under  her  instructions  was 
very  good. 

Winter  Term. — Length,  6  weeks;  whole  number  of  scholars, 
SI;  average  attendance,  22;  instances  of  tardiness,  14;  of  dismis- 
sion, 27.  Teacher,  Mr.  C.  M.  Burrows;  wages  per  month,  includ- 
ing board,  $25.  Mr.  BurrowslT  well  qualified  to  teach  as  it  re- 
spects his  knowledge  of  the  several  branches  required  in  the 
schools.  The  attendance  was  interrupted  by  the  prevalence  of  the 
whooping  cough,  lie  did  not  quite  attain  to  good  success.  The  in- 
terest of  the  pupils  was  not  sustained,  and  at  the  trial  of  six  weeks 
the  term  was  brought  to  a  close. 

Second  Winter  Term. — (A  supplement.)  Length,  8  weeks; 
whole  number  of  scholars,  80 ;  average  attendance,  28.  Teacher, 
Mr.  C.  A.  Caldwell,  a  member  of  Cornell  University,  Ithica,  N. 
Y,  A  well  qualified  and  successful  teacher.  He  communicates 
instructions  by  skillfull  methods,  which  we  think  are  well  adapted 
to  promote  the  interests  of  his  school.  This  school  is  now  in  suc- 
cessful operation.  In  Book-keeping,  2;  U.  S-  History,  5;  Algebra, 
3 ;  Latin,  3.

Summer  Term. — Length,  9  weeks;  whole  number  of  scholars.

11;  average  attendance,  10;  instances  of  tardiness,  1 ;  of  dismis- 
sion, 16.  Teacher,  Miss  Augusta  Kimball;  wages  per  month,  in- 
cluding board,  $25. 

Miss  Kimball  has  taught  this  school  several  terms  to  the  general 
satisfaction  of  her  pupils  and  their  parents.  She  is  untiring  in 
her  work,  even  when  health  is  suffering.  The  progress  of  this 
school  was  very  good.  This  teacher  is  now  interrupted  by  the 
loss  of  health. 

Fall  and  Winter  Term. — Length,  16  weeks;  whole  number  of 
scholars,  12;  average  attendance,  10;  instances  of  tardiness,  10; 
of  dismission.  -4.  Teacher,  Miss  Annie  C.  Jones;  wages  per 
month,  including  board,  $25. 

This  school  may  still  be  reported  as  sustaining  a  good  position 
among  the  district  schools.  It  has  a  good  record  for  both  terms. 
Though  limited  in  its  numbers,  it  contains  some  good  scholars, 
who  have  made  excellent  improvement  of  their  advantages.  Miss 
Jones  sustained  the  interests  of  this  school  successfully. 

Several  pupils,  who  made  unusual  progress,  for  their  stud- 
ious habits  and  good  deport,  were  thought  worthy  to  have  their 
names  placed  on  the  roll  of  honor.  In  Physiology,  1;  Algebra,  2;

Miss  Stevens  was  a  new  teacher  in  this 
school.  By  her  kind  attention  to  the  younger  pupils  she  awaken- 
ed in  them  a  desire  to  make  improvement.  She  was  faithful  in 
her  efforts  to  impart  instruction  to  all.  She  sustained  the  interest 
of  the  school  with  good  success. 

Fall  and  Winter  Term. — Length,  13  weeks;  whole  number  of 
scholars,  21;  average  attendance,  16  ;  instances  of  tardiness,  19;  of 
dismission,  31.  Teacher,  Mr.  J.  H.  Hutehins;  wages  per  month, 
including  board,  40.  Mr.  Hutehins  is  a  graduate  of  Bates  College, 
Me.  He  was  reported  as  a  successful  teacher  in  this  school  last 
year.  The  school  contains  several  pupils  that  are  well  advanced. 
The  whole  number  seem  disposed  to  make  a  wise  improvement  of 
their  advantages.  By  his  thorough  instruction  and  active  energy 
Mr.  H.  maintained  a  good  reputation.  The  results  as  seen  in  the 
manifest  advancement  of  the  school  were  very  good.  In  U.  &

try, 2.

Teacher,  Miss  Annie  C.Hurd;  wages  per  month,  in- 
cluding board,  $22.  Miss  Hard  is  a  teacher  of  good  attainments, 
and  has  had  experience  in  teaching  for  a  course  of  vears.  She  was 
faithful,  we  are  assured,  in  the  discharge  of  her  duty,  and  sought 
to  increase  the  interest  of  her  school,  by  giving  some  instruction 
in  vocal  music.  The  committee  did  not  receive  a  notice  at  the 
close  of  this  school  in  due  season.

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Mr.  Cotton  was  regarded  as  well  qualified  to  teach  this  school, 
but  for  some  reason  his  success  was  not  entirely  satisfactory. 
After  a  term  of  10  weeks  the  school  was  brought  to  a  close,  with- 
out notice  to  the  committee. 

Second  Winter  Term.— Length,  8  weeks;  whole  number  of 
scholars,  11;  average  attendance,  8.  Teacher,  Miss  Mary  Hodg- 
don;  wages  per  month,  inluding  board,  $28.  This  school  has  been 
visited  once  under  the  care  of  Miss  Hodgdon,  and  was  found  re- 
organized with  a  renovating  influence.

Winter  Term. — Length,  13  weeks;  whole  number  of  scholars, 
16;  average  attendance,  1-1 ;  instances  of  tardiness,  20;  of  dismis- 
sion, 4.  Teacher,  Miss  Belle  11.  Wentworth ;  wages  per  month, 
including  board,  $26. 

Miss  Wentworth  is  a  new  teacher,  who  has  made  very  good  at- 
tainments in  the  branches  required  in  the  schools,  and,  in  the 
practical  discharge  of  the  teacher's  duty,  she  has  proved  her- 
self capable  of  sustaining  the  interests  of  a  school  successfully. 
She  imparted  instruction,  and  sustained  discipline  with  active  en- 
ergy. There  was,  we  think,  a  growing  interest  in  the  school 
through  these  successive  terms.  This  was  apparent  in  the  orderly 
and  prosperous  state  of  the  school  at  the  last  visit  of  the  committee 
at  the  close  of  the  last  term. 

The  average  advancement  during  the  several  terms  was  very 
creditable.

Miss  Hill  has  taught  in  this  district — her  home  district— seven 
terms  before,  and  in  other  schools  a  longer  period,  and  has  ac- 
quired a  good  reputation.  In  a  faithful  discharge  of  her  duty  she 
gave  thorough  instruction  with  a  due  regard  to  first  lessons.  The 
average  advancement  of  the  school  was  regarded  as  very  good.

Fall  Term. — Length,  10  weeks;  whole  number  of  scholars,  33; 
average  attendance,  26 ;  instances  of  tardiness,  29 ;  of  dismission,

board,  $42. 

Winter  Term. — Length,  10  weeks;  whole  number  of  scholars, 
43;  average  attendance,  30;  Instances  of  tardiness,  47 ;  ofdismis- 
sio.:,  18.  Teacher,  Mr.  Charles  A.  Caldwell;  wages  per  month, 
including  board.  $42. 

Mr.  Caldwell  is  a  member  of  Cornell  University,  Ithica,  N.  Tft 
He  brings  to  his  work  good  qualifications  and  a  manifest  love  for

it.  In  his  methods  of  imparting'  instruction  he  is  successful  in 
awakening-  attention  in  the  minds  of  youth  and.  drawing  them  out 
in  the  investigations  of  the  principles  involved  in  their  recitations. 
He  awakened  some  special  interest  in  the  classes  pursuing  the 
study  of  grammar.  Good  instruction,  we  think,  was  given  in  all 
the  studies  of  the  school.  The  advancement  of  the  pupils  during- 
both  terms  was  very  good. 

In  Algebra,  1;  Geometry,  1.  Instruction  was  also  given  by  the 
teacher  in  vocal  music  to  the  whole  school.

This  school,  so  few  in  numbers,  still  contains  some  good  scholars 
and  requires  a  good  teacher.  Miss  Weeks  has  taught  several 
terms  here — her  native  district — and  always  with  very  good  re- 
sults. The  improvement  of  the  pupils  was  very  commendable 
during  this  term. 

Fall  and  Winter  Term. — Length,  15  weeks;  whole  number  of 
scholars,  9;  average  attendance,  8;  instances  of  tardiness,  24; 
of  dismission,  4.  Teacher,  Mr.  Rufus  Abbot;  second  teacher, 
Miss  B.  A.  Canney ;  wages  per  month,  including  board,  $24. 

This  term  was  commenced  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Abbot,  a 
new  teacher,  who  furnished  evidence  of  some  respectable  attain- 
ments in  primary  studies;  but  he  did  not  succeed  well  in  teaching-. 
After  a  trial  of  five  weeks  it  was  thought  necessary  to  bring  his 
term  to  a  close.  He  seems  not  to  have  understood  the  register, 
and  left  no  correct  account  of  his  doings.  Miss  Canney  was  em- 
ployed to  continue  the  term,  and  sustained  its  operations  during- 
ten  weeks;  wages  per  month,  including  board,  $26.  Miss  C.  has 
sustained  a  good  reptutation  as  a  teacher  for  a  course  of  years. 
She  awakened  an  interest  in  they  pupils,  and  by  her  active  and 
faithful  efforts,  redeemed  the  loss  of  the  previous  failure.  She 
kept  a  very  good  school.    In  composition.  2;  Algebra,  1. 

DISTRICT  No.  11. 
Summer  Term.— Length,  6  weeks;  whole  number  of  scholars, 
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25;  average  attendance,  24.  Teacher,  Mr.  Arista  S.Goodwin; 
wages  per  month,  including  board,  $22. 

Fall  and  Winter  Term. — Length,  12  weeks;  whole  number  of 
scholars,  27;  average  attendance,  25;  instances  of  tardiness,  4;  of 
dismission,  3.  Teacher,  Mr.  Arista  S.  Goodwin;  wages  per 
month,  including  board,  $32.  Mr.  Goodwin  taught  this  school 
one  term  last  year.  The  interest  then  awakened  was  renewed, 
and  w^ell  sustained  during  both  terms  of  the  present  year.  His 
school  has  an  unusual  good  record.  It  had  no  marks  of  irregu- 
larity in  the  attendance  during  the  first  term,  and  very  fewT  during 
the  last  term  of  twelve  weeks.  We  regard  this  as  an  indication 
that  the  parents,  as  well  as  the  children,  had  become  more  inter- 
ested in  their  school.  By  the  active  and  earnest  efforts  of  the 
teacher  to  promote  the  improvements  of  his  pupils  their  attention 
was  aroused;  and  under  his  faithful  and  thorough  instruction  they 
became  more  diligent  and  earnest  in  their  application  to  study.  In 
the  review  their  were  evidences  of  very  good  progress.  This  school 
had  prepared  for  a  sort  of  exhibition  at  the  close  of  the  last  term. 
The  older  scholars  had  prepared  original  compositions,  which  they 
read.  They  wTere  worthy  of  commendation.  The  younger  pupils 
had  declamations  prepared.  These  exercis  s  were  listened  to 
with  interest  by  the  committee  and  a  few  of  the  parents.  They 
Avere  deprived  of  most  of  their  vistors  by  a  severe  storm  that  after- 
noon. 

DISTRICT  No.  12. 

Summer  Term. — Length,  7  3-5  weeks ;  w  hole  number  of  scholars, 
59;  average  attendance,  53 ;  instances  of  tardiness,  37  ;  of  dismis- 
sion, 9.  Teacher,  Miss  Belle  C.Fall;  wages  per  month,  including 
board,  $34. 

Fall  Term. — Length,  8  weeks ;  whole  number  of  scholars,  61; 
average  attendance,  53  ;  instances  of  tardiness,  40 ;  of  dismission, 
8.  Teacher,  Miss  Belle  C.  Fall;  wages  per  month,  including 
board,  §34. 

This  school  is  now  the  largest  on  our  list,  and  requires  the  wis- 
dom and  skill  of  a  well  qualified  and  experienced  teacher.  Miss 
Fall  met  these  conditions  successsully.  With  earnest  effort,  and 
a  firm  purpose,  enforced  bv  the  law  of  kindness,  she  maintained 
good  discipline,  and  conducted  the  operations  of  the  school  with 
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promptness,  and  yet,  with  a  patient  regard  to  the  varied  instruc- 
tion that  is  needed  in  so  large  a  school.  There  was,  we  think,  a 
gradual  increase  of  interest  during  both  terms,  which  resulted  in 
excellent  improvement.  In  Algebra,  2;  in  Book-keeping,  3;  His- 
tory, 6. 

Winter  Term. — Length,  11  weeks;  whole  number  of  scholars/ 
50 ;  average  attendance,  40 ;  instances  of  tardiness,  94.  Teacher, 
Mr.  Geo.  E.  Symonds,  a  graduate  of  the  Normal  School,  Bridge- 
water,  Mass.;  wages  per  month,  including  board,  $44. 

On  the  register  of  this  term,  we  find  faithfully  recorded  by  the 
teacher,  what  we  regard  as  a  very  large  number  of  marks  for 
tardiness,  especially  in  a  school  that  has  been  furnished  with  a 
good  bell  to  give  the  note  of  time;  and  in  a  district,  where  so 
many  enterprises  must  be  sustained  with  railroad  precision. 

Mr.  Symonds  entered  on  his  work  with  the  advantages  of  a 
trained  teacher,  but  in  a  school  requiring  so  many  classes,  and  such 
varied  attainments,  he  found  work  on  his  hands.  He  had  "  a 
mind  to  work,"  and  required  his  pupils  to  work.  He  sustained, 
the  awakened  interest  of  this  school  with  accurate ( and  thorough 
instruction,  and  with  commendable  success. 

It  is  to  the  credit  of  teachers  and  the  pupils  that  the  nice  school- 
house,  provided  at  so  much  expense,  has  been  kept  in  a  well  pre- 
served condition. 

As  this  district  is  increasing  in  all  the  essential  materials  for  a 
graded  school,  we  trust  that  it  will  soon  be  reorganized  and  sus- 
tained in  two  departments. 

Whole  number  of  scholars  connected  with  the  schools  during 
the  year,  303;  whole  number  of  boys,  151;  Avhole  number  of  girls, 
152.  The  amount  raised  by  town  tax  for  schools,  $1067.50.  That 
is  $119  less  than  the  amount  raised  by  town  tax  in  1876.  The 
amount  appropriated  for  support  of  schools  the  past  year,  $2,360  00. 
Amount  appropriated  for  each  scholar,  $7.46.  No  change  of  text- 
books has  been  made  during  the  year.  It  was  ascertained  that 
copy  books  of  different  kinds  in  the  school,  some  of  which  were 
not  furnished  with  copies.  The  committee  recommended  Ells- 
worth's copy  books  to  be  adopted  when  those  already  in  the  hands 
of  scholars  were  written  out.  They  were  but  partially  introduced 
during  the  winter  term.  This  is  a  well  prepared  series  of  writing 
bo)k?  that  may  be  used  with  profit  in  all  the  schools. 
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We  have  had  some  excellent  teachers,  whose  schools  furnished 
commendable  examples  of  good  ovdsr  and  progress.  Some  others 
did  not  awaken  a  full  measure  of  interest,  and  we  could  only  ac- 
credit them  with  success  in  different  degrees.  Inquiries,  have 
been  made  in  regard  to  the  policy  of  employing  so  large  a  propor- 
tion of  female  teachers  in  the  schools  of  New  Hampshire  and  else- 
where. When  it  is  made  by  educators  it  undoubtedly  implies  a 
desire  to  have  the  best  teaching  provided  for  the  schools.  It  may 
be  made  by  those  who  imagine  that  their  rights  are  invaded. 

I  have  learned  from  those  who  have  written  to  the  committee  for 
schools,  that  the  impression  has  somehow  gone  abroad,  that.  Wake- 
field wanted  more  male  teachers.  We  have  always  been  glad 
to  find  good  faithful  teachers  in  the  schools,  and  have  ever  intend- 
ed to  accord  to  them  some  right  estimate  of  their  services. 

Let  the  competition  in  this  case  be  kind  and  honorable.  To  the 
young  ladies,  who  are  intending  to  share  in  this  noble  work,  per- 
mit me  to  say,  make  thorough  attainments  in  the  knowledge  of  the 
branches  that  must  be  taught,  and  then,  if  possible,  secure  the  ad- 
vantages of  some  training  school.  The  standard  of  teachers'  qual- 
ifications has  been  raised.  It  will  continue  to  be  advanced.  And, 
to  young  gentlemen,  let  ine  say,  if  you  engage  in  this  competition 
to  secure  rights  that  you  have  thought  invaded,  you  have  work  on 
your  hands.  Young  ladies  are  now  favored  with  good  advantages 
in  the  seminaries  of  different  grades.  The}'  have  been  admitted  to 
some  of  the  best  colleges  in  the  land,  and,  in  some  of  them,  they 
are  reported  as  holding  quite  as  high  a  rank  as  gentlemen. 

Ladies  have  proved  themselves  successful  in  performing  the  in- 
itiator v  work  in  the  schools — they  have  invention  and  skill.  They 
have  advanced  to  higher  grades.  If  gentlemen  would  regain  the 
patronage  they  have  lost,  they  must  make  superior  attainments 
and  furnish  better  samples  of  work  performed.  Can  they  do  it? 
Will  they  do  it?  Let  them  try. 

There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  well  trained  teachers.  Their 
responsibility  is  increasing.  Man  has  a  moral  nature  which  re- 
quires cultivation.  Where  should  the  initiatory  instruction  in 
moral  principles  and  divine  precepts  be  commenced  if  not  in  the 
family  and  primary  schools?  A  new  text-book  has  been  prepared 
for  the  schools,  entitled,  u  Good  Morals  and  Gentle  Manners."  I 
have  reseived  copies  of  this  book  and  will  transmit  them  tc  my 
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successor.  This  book  will  furnish  aid  to  good  teachers.  Some 
method  should,  we  think,  be  devised  to  introduce  it.  Young  ad- 
venturers on  the  journey  of  life  are  still  liable  to  be  assailed  by 
artful  foes,,  and  they  do  still  need  kind  counsels  and  caution.  A 
work  of  moral  reform  has  been  sustained  by  a  host  of  heroic  men 
and  women,  who  have  accomplished  so  much  in  the  cause  of  tem- 
perance. This  work  has  been  carried  forward  in  some  parts  of 
our  own  State  with  unparalleled  interest.  Some  good  moral  and 
religious  influences  have  been  sustained  in  our  own  communities. 
In  one  part  of  the  town,  including  portions  of  two  or  three  dis- 
tricts, a  temperance  organization  has  been  sustained  for  several 
Tears.  Religious  instruction  there  during  the  winter  has  been 
attended  with  manifest  results.  But  a  terrible  foe  is  not  yet  van- 
quished. There  is  rtill  a  vast  army  under  his  control,  who  are  ex- 
tending their  ravages  with  almost  unchecked  resistance.  TThen 
aroused  by  opposition  and  phrensied  by  the  poisoned  cup  they  are 
tx  Urged  on  with  the  desperate  daring  of  unrestrained  sin,"  till 
their  heavy  tramp  and  the  noise  of  their  confused  battle-cry  seem 
to  shake  even  the  foundations  of  the  citadel  of  liberty.  By  thou- 
sands, in  quick  succession,  they  rush  down  "  The  Black  Valley 
Bailroad." 
From  whence  come  their  new  recruits? 

The  reports  of  frauds  and  robberies  have  been  so  numerous  of 
late  that  it  has  become  painful  to  review  the  weekly  record;  and 
yet  there  is  one  such  notice,  that  we  wish  to  place  in  the  hands  of 
every  youth  and  of  every,  family  connected  with  the  schools. 
^Vith  this  intention,  we  insert  it  here,  though  we  may  hazard  the 
danger  of  taking  too  much  space.    This  notice  is  given  under  this 

„  heading,  "  drinking  poison."  "It  is  generally  admitted  that 
nineteen-twentieths  of  all  the  liquor  of  commerce,  is  impure.  Such 
is  the  knowledge  of  chemistry  and  chemical  compounds,  that  the 
most  exact  imitations  of  liquors  can  be  produced  at  a  very  cheap 
rate,  and  this  is  one  reason  why  the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors  is  so 

,  immensely  profitable.  Cider,  even,  can  be  made  without  apples, 
and  out  of  cider,  thus  made,  can  be  made  the  finest  wines  for 
twenty-five  ce  its  per  gallon.  The  finest  reported  whiskies  cau 
be  made  for  thirty  cents  per  gallon,  which  retailed  at  ten  cents  per 
glass,  will  yield  a  net  profit  of  six  dollars  per  gallo::.  In  1874 
some  chemical  analysis  of  liquors  were  made  in  Chicago,  Xew 
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York  and  St.  Louis,  with  the  following  results;  Out  of  forty  sam- 
ples in  the  city  of  Chicago,  not  one  pure  one  was  found;  not  a 
pure  sample  was  found  in  all  the  hotels  of  New  York  city.  Out 
of  thirty-six  samples  in  St.  Louis,  every  one  was  grossly  adulter- 
ated, and  here  it  was  ascertained  that  the  best  whiskies  could  be 
made  for  thirty  cents  per  gallon.  As  long  ago  as  1837,  it  was 
known  that  beer  was  adulterated  by  no  less  than  forty-seven  dif- 
ferent ingredients.  One  of  these  was  corriander  seed,  a  pound  of 
which  is  equal  to  a  pound  of  malt;  another  was  alum,  good  to  in- 
crease thirst;  another  was  cocculus  indicus,  which  yields  a  fifth 
part  of  its  weight  in  deadly  poison,  ten  grains  of  which  will  kill  a 
dog  in  twenty-five  minutes;  another  was  nux  vomica,  which  yields 
strychnine,  the  most  deadly  of  all  known  poisons,  except  prussic 
acid,  but  the  benefit  to  brewers  is  that  a  single  drop  in  eighty 
pounds  of  water  will  make  a  bitter  solution.  Hence,  it  is  evident 
that  those  who  drink  now  spirituous  liquors,  drink  poison — drink 
alum,  aloes,  blue  vitriol,  fusil  oil,  cocculus  indicus,  oil  of  vitriol, 
aquafortis  and  strychnine.  Such  vile  compounds  ought  to  deter 
all  men  from  drinking,  and  brand  the  liquor  business  as  an  in- 
famous fraud.  The  saloons  of  the  land  where  intoxicating  drinks 
i.re  sold  are  dens  of  poison  and  death." 

Certainly,  the  sale  of  such  compounds  ought  to  be  regarded  as  a 
deceitlul  and  wicked  fraud.  Like  other  moral  evils,  it  is  accumula- 
tive in  its  results.  It  robs  those  who  take  the  poisonous  draft  of 
their  money,  and  then  it  robs  them  of  their  manhood  and  their 
reason,  and  so  they  are  led  on  from  bad  to  worst,  till,  too  often, 
they  end  their  career  in  final  ruin.  Let  teachers  and  parents  seek 
by  timely  and  faithful  instruction  to  fortify  the  youthful  genera- 
tion against  the  wiles  of  such  an  adversary. 

We  have  watched,  during  another  year,  the  movements  of  that 
arrogant  foe  that  has  so  persistently  demanded  that  the  Bible 
should  be  taken  from  the  schools ;  and  wTe  have  been  surprised 
and  troubled  as  we  have  met  with  published  notices  that  have 
seemed  to  intimate,  that  some  of  the  wisest  and  best  men  in  the 
land,  as  we  have  regarded  them,  have  entered  into  a  parley  with 
that  foe,  and,  by  a  refining  in  their  logic,  or  somehow,  they  have 
furnished  an  argument,  or  an  apology,  by  which  the  claims  of 
Jesuitical  sopMstry,  seem  to  be  sustained.  This  has  been  attempt- 
ed in  that  State,  which  has  been  so  famous  for  its  schools  and  lit- 
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erary  institutions.  How  can  such  a  State,  or  one  city  of  churches 
and  colleges  in  such  a  State,  do  this  without  furnishing  a  prece- 
dent, that  will  not  be  found  safe? 

It  looks  very  much  like  an  act  of  injustice  in  a  city  that  is  so 
deeply  indebted  to  the  Bible,  for  its  great  prosperity  and  renown, 
thus  to  aid  in  ejecting  it  from  the  schools,  and  so  treating  it  with 
disrespect.  The  Pope  of  Rome  has  denounced  the  Bible  as  a  book 
not  safe  to  be  read  in  the  schools;  but  when  his  emissaries  claim 
the  right  of  sustaining  the  decisions  of  a  foreign  tyrant,  and  of 
thus  remodeling  our  school  system,  they  ought,  we  think,  to  be 
met  with  a  firm  rebuke.  This  book  that  gives  its  enemies  so 
much  trouble  claims  to  be  of  divine  authority — its  claims  are  well 
sustained.  It  is  by  virtue  of  that  authority  that  parents  and 
teachers  are  required  to  inculcate  its  precepts  of  wisdom  dilligent- 
ly,  regarding  it  as  containing  vital  elements  of  education.  We  are 
required  to  give  this  very  book  thus  treated  to  all  the  nations  and 
all  the  families  of  the  earth.  The  missionary,  who  goes  to  tne 
land  that  has  been  covered  with  the  darkness  of  ages,  finds  the 
Bible  a  vital  force  in  the  schools  he  established  there. 

It  has  a  greater  work  yet  to  be  accomplished  in  Protestant 
schools.  It  is  destined  to  extend  its  enlightening  influence  into  all 
the  nations  where  Romanism  prevails  till  even  the  horrors  of  the 
Inquisition  are  exposed  to  the  light  of  day.  The  Bible  then  we 
must — we  will  preseve,  not  only  as  a  light  in  the  church,  but  a 
light  in  the  schools  and  the  home,  and  a  light  in  all  the  paths  of 
duty. 

Again  we  must  beg  pardon  for  passing  beyond  the  limit  assigned 
to  us.  But,  as  we  resign  the  office  in  which  we  have  been  held  re- 
sponsible, it  seemed  desirable  to  renew  a  reference  to  the  great 
evils  which  endangers  the  best  interests  of  the  schools.  We  have 
done  this  because  we  regard  unwearied  care  and  a  determined 
resistance  of  such  encroachments  as  the  condition  on  which  the 
rights  of  the  schools  can  be  preserved,  and  be  made  yet  more  ef- 
fective in  their  operation.  They  are  now  in  a  prosperous  state. 
They  must  be  raised  to  a  higher  elevation.  They  need  many  things 
done  for  their  improvement  that  will  be  suggested  in  the  course  of 
events  at  this  advancing  age.  They  need  now,  and  ever,  good 
teachers,  they  need  to  be  guarded  by  the  watchful  eye  of  parental 
solicitude.    They  certainly  need,  too,  the  good  moral  instruction, 
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communicated  by  the  Bible,  sustained  by  the  aid  of  religious  ordi- 
nances on  the  Sabbath  ill  every  part  of  the  town. 

Precious  interests  are  intrusted  to  the  care  of  the  schools,  why 
should  they  not  be  furnished  with  all  needed  and  useful  appli- 
ances? They  require  some  attention  in  regard  to  external  improve- 
ments. They  need  internal  improvements — dictionaries  and  other 
appendages,  that  would  contribute  essential  aid.  Several  school 
houses  need  improvements. 

Let  all  who  share  in  the  responsibility  generously  aid  in  these 
improvements,  so  that  all  these  houses  may  be  made  pleasant  and 
attractive  like  the  family  home;  and  let  the  instruction  of  the 
schools  be  supplemented  by  faithful,-  religious  instruction,  pro- 
vided by  the  ordinances  of  the  Sabbath  well  sustained  throughout 
the  town,  and  they  will  confer  yet  richer  blessings  on  the  present 
generation,  and  on  all  succeeding  generations.

Report. 


Respectfully  supmitted  to  the  citizens  of  Wakefield,  by  the 
Superintending  School  Committee. 

In  the  progress  of  education  the  different  nations  of  the  earth 
are  advancing  toward  a  higher  destination.  Amid  their  mighty 
resolutions  they  have  met  together,  in  more  friendly  consultations, 
and  in  repeated  exhibitions  of  their  renowned  achievements  ;  and, 
while  thus  reviewing  the  wonders  of  the  world,  they  have  had  some 
special  regard  to  their  educational  interests. 

At  their  late  exhibition  in  Paris,  France,  our  New  England  sys- 
tem of  schools  was  again  examined,  and  received  new  commen- 
dations. There  was  a  deepening  interest  manifested,  not  only  in 
acquiring  a  knowledge  of  new  inventions,  and  of  the  progress  of 
the  useful  arts,  but  a  knowledge  of  the  best  methods  to  communi- 
cate all  kinds  of  useful  knowledge.  A  new  wave  of  influence  was 
started,  that  has  reached  all  the  nations,  and  arrested  the  at- 
tention of  some  who  were  most  heavily  oppressed  with  the  leaden 
weight  of  ignorance  and  superstition. 

In  our  own  nation  financial  embarrassments  have  had  a  depress- 
ing effect  upon  every  good  enterprise.  They  may  have  occasioned 
some  abatement  in  the  wages  of  teachers  in  the  larger  cities,  but 
they  have  not  occasioned  any  essential  abatement  in  a  well  sus- 
tained interest  in  all  the  departments  of  education.  In  our  col- 
leges and  seminaries  and  schools  we  have  well  armed  and  efficient 
forces  stationed  to  meet  the  assault  of  every  foe  that  visits  the  pro- 
gress of  light  and  truth.  They  have  received,  we  think,  an  unusual 
number  of  legacies  the  past  year,  and  have  performed  their  vari- 
ous operations  successfully. 

In  the  state  s  where  the  freedmen  are  with  educational  advan- 
tages, the  institutions  that  are  under  the  care  of  the  A.  M.  Associa- 
tion are  represented  as  in  a  prosperous  condition.  A  very  com- 
petent witness,  who  has  recently  reviewed  them,  speaks  of  their 
advancement  with  admiration.  He  refers  to  the  University  at 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  other  chartered  institutions,  as  under  the  care  of 
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male  teachers,  in  part,  accredits  to  lady  teachers  the  largest  amount 
of  work  in  their  Colleges  and  Normal  and  High  Schools.  He  wit- 
nessed their  patience  and  tact,  and  heroism  in  active  service,  and 
testifies  that  our  country  will  never  know  its  debt  to  these  patriotic 
women." 

The  work  committed  to  such  agences,  and  carried  forward 
with  such  selfdenying  and  noble  purpose,  is  worthy  of  the  admira- 
tion of  every  christian  philanthropist.  It  is  now  extending  the 
enlightening  influence  these  schools  give  to  many  thousands  :  and 
yet  there  are  millions  of  the  oppressed  for  whom  instruction  must 
be  provided. 

The  Granite  State  has  sustained  an  honorable  relation  to  the 
cause  of  education  in  her  past  history.  Her  colleges  and  schools 
of  different  grades  are  now  generally  in  a  flourishing  state.  She  has 
furnished  a  good  supply  of  teachers,  that  are  performing  a  very 
useful  service  at  home  and  abroad.  Some  of  these  teachers,  we 
think,  have  magnified  their  office  during  the  past  year.  Those 
connected  with  the  Normal  Teachers'  Institute  in  this  and  other 
states,  appointed  their  covention  on  the  White  Mountains.  A  large 
number  of  distinguished  gentlemen  and  lady  teachers  met  there, 
and  enjoyed  a  meeting  of  special  interest.  What  new  discoveries 
they  made  in  natural  science  in  the  fastnesses  of  the  mountains,  or, 
what  new  methods  of  teaching  and  governing  they  devised  in  their 
elaborate  and  familiar  discussions,  we  have  not  learned.  They 
had  some  sublime  views,  but  whether  ihey  ascended  above  the 
clouds,  we  are  not  informed.  We  are  assured  that  they  returned 
from  their  researches  with  invigorated  strength  for  their  noble  work, 
and  that  they  have  appointed  another  convention  of  the  Institute, 
during  the  present  year,  in  the  same  location. 

May  such  aspirers  after  all  that  is  true  and  useful  in  the  teach- 
er's art,  and  all  that  is  sublime  and  beautiful  in  the  Creator's  works, 
as  they  stand  once  more  upon  the  hights  of  the  mountains,  be  en- 
abled to  ascend  higher  up  toward  the  sumit,  from  which  the  light 
of  science  shines  with  clearest  lustre. 

Active  and  earnest  teachers,  who  are  becoming  more  skillful  and 
efficient,  are  needed  in  all  the  different  departments  of  their  work. 
Their  example  has  awakened  a  new  interest,  and  the  demand  for 
such  teachers  has  increased.  We  have  some  such  teachers  in 
the  primary  schools.  They  are  instrumental  in  keeping  them  in  a 
flourishing  condition,  so  that  they  still  furnish  annual  supplies  to 
meet  the  demands  of  the  higher  schools. 

Teachers  in  the  primary  schools  have  difficult  work  assigned  to 
them.  They  sow  the  seeds  in  the  field  that  has  had  but  little  cul- 
tivation, where  the  springing  plants  must  be  watched  and  cherish- 
ed with  asseduous  care  ;  but  it  is  a  work  full  of  interest. 
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The  schools  of  Wakefield  have  all  completed  their  usual  terms,, 
under  the  care,  generally,  of  successful  teachers.

43  ;  of  dismission,  4.  Teacher,  Miss  Lizzie  C.  Wyman  ;  wages 
per  month,  including  board,  $26.  During  both  terms  Miss  Wyman 
performed  the  duties  of  the  term  with  good  success.  She  is  judi- 
cious in  her  methods  of  teaching  and  governing.  At  the  close  of 
the  summer  term  we  found  evidence  of  very  good  progress.  The 
winter  term  was  visited  but  once.  The  committee  had  no  notice 
of  its  close.  A  long  term  was  well  sustained,  and  resulted,  we  are 
assured,  in  very  manifest  improvement,  that  secured  the  approba- 
tion of  the  district.

He  is  a 
well  qualified  teacher  ;  a  member  of  Cornell  Universaty,  Ithica,  N. 
Y.  He  sustained  the  interests  of  the  school  generally  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  district.  In  Geometry,  1  ;  Algebry,  3  ;  Latin, 1  ;  on 
Roll  of  Honor,  3.

This  district  has  made  some  very  essential  improvements  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  school,  by  fencing  the  lot,  and  furnishing 
the  house  with  seats  and  benches.  The  friends  who  have  done 
this  will  receive  the  thanks  of  all  concerned.  They  have  made 
the  room  more  comfortable  and  convenient  for  pupils,  who  seem 
disposed  to  keep  their  school  house  neat  and  pleasant.

Mrs.  Quimby  has  been  employ- 
ed in  teaching  during  several  past  years  and  has  sustained  the  rep- 
utation of  a  live  teacher.  She  performs  the  daily  duties  of  the 
school-room  with  active  energy,  and  awakens  an  interest  in  her 
pupils.  There  was  evidence  of  good  inprovement  at  the  close  of 
the  past  term.  At  the  commencement  of  the  second  term  we 
found  the  school  in  a  well  regulated  and  prosperous  state.  It  was 
not  visited  at  the  close.  We  think  the  interests  of  the  school  were 
well  sustained,  to  the  general  satisfaction  of  the  district.  In  Alge- 
bra, 2.

Teacher,  Mrs.  Lizzie  C.  Berry  :  wages  per  month,  including 
board,  $26.  Mrs.  Berry  has  been  a  faithful  and  successful  teacher 
for  a  succession  of  years,  and  has  taught  several  times  in  this  dis- 
trict. 

There  was  evidence  of  a  well  sustained  interest  and  of  marked 
improvement  at  the  close  of  the  term.  One  new  recitation  from 
Gow's  book  of  "Good  Morals  and  Gentle  Manners"  was  regarded 
with  special  interest.  With  only  one  book,  the  teacher  prepared 
questions  on  judicious  selections  and  assisted  a  good  class  in  pre- 
paring a  recitation  by  oral  instruction.

We  think  that  good  instruction  was  given  in  all  the 
other  branches  of  study.  The  progress  of  the  school  was  credita- 
ble.

At  the  com- 
mencement of  the  term  we  found  her  school  in  a  successful  opera- 
tion. It  was  not  visited  at  the  close  on  account  of  the  storms  and 
bad  road ;  but  we  are  assured  that  the  interests  of  the  school  were 
sustained  to  the  full  satisfaction  of  the  pupils  and  their  parents. —

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of  Honor  5.    This  teacher  is  now  a  member  of  the  Normal  School 
at  Gorham,  Me.

Fall  Term. — Length  7  4-5  weeks  ;  whole  number  of  scholars, 
25  ;  average  attendance,  23  ;  instances  of  tardiness,  27  ;  of  dis- 
mision,  4.  Teacher,  Miss  Lucy  A.  Hill ;  wages,  including  board, 
$24.  Miss  Hill  has  been  reported  as  a  good  teacher  in  the  schools 
during  past  years,  in  this  and  other  towns.  With  good  qualifica- 
tions she  has  acquired  skill,  and  gives  thorough  instruction,  in 
which  she  does  not  neglect  first  lessons  that  too  often  receive  only 
a  very  parial  attention.  The  advancement  during  both  terms  was 
regarded  as  very  commendable.  At  the  closing  examination  a 
pait  of  the  school  had  a  recitation  in  Mr.  Gow's  book  on  '"Good 
Morals  and  Gentle  Manners."

He  assumed  the  responsiblity 
in  this  school,  and  by  improved  methods,  made  effective  by  his 
characteristic  energy,  he  sustained  it  with  marked  success.  He 
awakened  a  new  interest  in  the  reading  exercises,  in  which  the  im- 
provement was  very  manifest.  His  instruction  in  all  the  different 
studies  of" the  school  was  definite  and  thorough.  The  discipline 
was  well  sustained,  and  the  progress,  for  the  length  of  the  term, 
was  unusually  good.    In  Algebra  2,  Philosophy  '2. 

Mr  Weeks  has  returned  to  the  Normal  school  at.  Farmington, 
Me.,  to  complete  the  course.

Summer  Term. — Length,  10  weeks;  whole  nnmber  of  scholars, 
38;  average  attendance,  84;  instances  of  tardiness,  14;  of 
dismission,  12.  Teacher,  Miss  Anna  M.  Seavey  ;  wages  per  month, 
including  board,  $38.  Miss  Seavey  is  a  graduate  from  the  Nor- 
mal school  at  Plymouth,  N.  H.,  and  has  had  years  of  experience 
in  teaching.  She  kept  an  excellent  school  for  this  district.  The 
results  of  her  thorough  instruction  were  witnessed,  at  a  closing  ex- 
hibition, by  a  good  number  of  parents  and  friends.  One  recitation 
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in  "Good  Morals  and  Gentle  Manners,"  prepared  by  aid  of  the 
teacher,  with  only  one  of  Mr.  Govv's  text  books,  added  an  essential 
interest  to  the  exercises.  In  Algebra  branches  6,  on  Roll  of  Hon- 
or 8. 

Fall  Term. — Length,  7  weeks;  whole  number  of  scholars,  41  ; 
average  attendance,  34  •  instances  of  tardiness,  8.  Teacher,  Mr. 

At  the 
commencement  of  the  term  the  school  was  found  in  a  state  that 
encouraged  the  expectation  that  it  might  become  prosperous.  It 
was  not  visited  at  the  close  on  account  of  some  mistake  in  regard 
to  notice. 

Mr.  Tuttle  commenced  a  winter  term,  but  after  a  trial  of  about 
two  weeks,  he  voluntarially  withdrew,  pn  account  of  the  disturbed 
state  of  things  in  the  school  and  in  the  district. 

Mr.  Tuttle  is  a  member  of  Bates'  College,  Lewiston,  Me.,  and 
possesses  attainments  and  capacity,  which,  with  a  little  Normal 
instructions,  may  enable  him  to  become  a  successful  teacher.  We 
have  no  record  of  the  two  weeks.

This  district  had  three  terms,  making  in  the  agregate,  21  weeks, 
during  which  the  school  was  in  operation,  under  the  care  of  the 
same  teacher,  Mrs.  P.  L.  Garland,  who  has  had  the  experienc  of  a 
successful  teacher,  and  while  residing  in  this  district,  took  the 
whole  charge  of  the  school,  and  received  a  number  of  pupils  out 
of  the  district,  a  part  of  them. 

The  whole  number  of  scholars  within  the  limits  of  the  district  is 
6  ;  average  attendance,  5.  Teacher,  Mrs.  P.  L.  Garland ;  wages 
per  month,  including  board,  $22.66.  Mrs.  Garjand  kepi,  we 
think,  a  good  school  for  the  district.  She  is  skillful  in  her  method 
of  instructing  young  children,  as  well  as  the  more  advanced  pupils. 
The  progress  of  her  school  was  very  good.

During  both  the  terms  of  this  school  Miss  Butler  performed  the 
duty  of  the  teacher  with  fidelity  and  good  success.  We  found 
evidence  that  good  instruction  had  been  given  to  the  reading  class- 
es, and  that  in  other  branches  very  commendable  progress  had 
been  made.  By  her  constant  care  and  unceasing  toil  to  promote 
the  best  interests  of  her  pupils,  she  sustained  a  loss  of  health,  and 
found  it  necessary  to  leave  the  school  before  the  close  of  the  last 
term. 

Her  place  was  supplied  during  the  last  two  weeks  by  Miss  Bes- 
sie L.  Corson,  and  thus  the  term  was  brought  to  a  prosperous  close. 
Names  on  the  Roll  of  Honor  8.

Summer  Term. — Length,  8  weeks  ;  whole  number  of  scholars,  58  ; 
average  attendance,  53  ;  instances  of  tardiness,  45  ;  of  dismissions, 
9.'  Teacher,  Miss  F.  M.  Tucker ;  wages  per  month,  including 
boad,  $28. 

Fall  Term. — Length,  7  weeks  ;  ivhole  number  of  scholars,  55  ; 
average  attendance,  47  ;  instances  of  tardiness,  16  ;  of  dismission, 
7.    Teacher,  Miss  Fronie  M.  Tucker. 

In  charge  of  this  school  Miss  Tucker  found  work  on  her  hands, 
that  required  prompt  action.  She  perfomred  it  with  dilligent  care, 
and,  we  think,  with  some  increasing  interest  to  the  close  of  the 
second  term.    There  was  evidence  of  progress  during  both  terms. 

Winter  Term. — Length,  7  weeks  ;  whole  number  of  scholars, 
55  ;  average  attendance,  47  ;  instances  of  tardiness,  14;  of  dismis- 
sion, 9.  Teacher,  Mr.  J.  F.  Hart ;  wages  per  month,  including 
board,  $48. 

Mr.  Hart  commenced  his  work  in  this  school  with  his  character- 
isticpromptness  and  energy.  He  awakened  an  interest  that  was 
sustained  by  constant  effort,  and  that  resulted  in  average  good 
progress.  In  a  school,  that  contains  so  many  classes,  it  is  not 
possible  for  a  teacher  to  devote  as  much  attention  to  a  large  num- 
ber of  young  scholars,  as  is  essential  to'  their  very  rapid  advance- 
ment. 

One  recitation  in  "Good  Morals  and  Gentle  Manners,"  well 
prepared  by  aid  of  the  teacher,  with  only  one  text  book,  added 
very  mcuh  to  the  interest  of  the  closing  examination.  In  Algebra 
6,  Book-keeping  2. 

This  school  has  been  supplied  during  the  year  with  a  nice  Globe 
and  six  outline  Maps,  by  the  generous  liberality  of  the  Prudential 
Committee,  Mr.  Charles  H.  Willey,  at  an  expense  of  $19  00 
So  as  to  prolong  the  Fall  term  of  school  two  weeks,       12  00

Mr.  Willey  certainly  receives  the  thanks  of  the  Superintendant 
for  such  liberality  in  aid  of  the  interests  of  education  ;  the  thanks 
too,  we  trust,  of  the  whole  district.  This  district  will  advance,  in 
due  time,  to  the  rank  of  a  graded  school. 

Whole  number  of  scholars  in  the  schools  during  the  year,  302  ; 
whole  number  of  boys,  162 ;  whole  number  of  girls,  140.  The 
amount  raised,  by  town  tax,  for  the  schools,  $1,067.50.  The 
whole  amount  derived  from  other  sources,  and  with  this  appropria- 
tion for  the  support  of  the  schools,  duirng  the  year,  is  $2,018.68. 
The  amount  appropriated  for  each  scholar,$6,68. 

The  National  Series  of  Readers  that  have  been  in  use  some  six- 
teen years,  as  text  books  in  our  schools,  was  exchanged  during  the 
year,  for  the  Franklin  Series  of  Readers.  The  exchange  has  been 
almost  entire — it  should  be  quite  so.  No  matter  if  the  minds 
of  teachers  are  furnished  like  an  Encyclopaedia,  with  all  the  useful 
knowledge  that  can  be  obtained  from  all  the  text,  books,  prepared 
for  the  different  branches  of  study  in  the  schools,  and  from  all  the 
classics  too  ;  bul  there  is  no  agent,  or  prudential  committee,  or 
teacher,  who  has  any  right  to  introduce  new  text  books,  still  there 
is  a  change  in  the  law.  Perhaps  your  superintendant  has  been  a 
little  too  linient  in  this  matter.  Forgive  it,  and  let  his  successor 
become  a  little  more  arbitrary.  We  think  that  a  new  spelling  book 
should  be  introduced  soon.  Lessons  aie  prepared  for  the  younger 
classes  in  their  readers,  but  we  do  not  think  it  expedient  to  dis- 
pense with  a  good  speller. 

The  average  progress  of  the  schools  during  the  year,  we  think, 
has  been  good.  We  have  had  some  excellent  teachers,  who  have 
made  a  practical  use  of  their  good  attainments,  with  active  energy. 
All  have  manifested  a  desire  to  perform  a  useful  service. 

The  teacher's  work  is  regarded  as  increasing  responsibility.  It 
demands  good  endowments,  and  the  best  attainments.  I  have 
witnessed  some  results,  and  am  assured  that  it  is  a  work  of  indis- 
pensible  importance.  Were  I  to  commence  life  anew,  I  would 
spare  no  pains  in  efforts  to  acquire  useful  knowledge,  and  in  learn- 
ing the  art  of  teaching  and  governing  by  the  best  methods.  I  say 
this  both  writh  reference  to  the  teaching  required  in  the  schools, 
and  to  that  teaching  in  which  moral  principals,  and  the  system  of 
revealed  religion  are  inculcated  more  directly.  Let  all  who  can 
regard  this  work  with  sluggish  indifference,  and,  all  too,  who  seek 
to  obtain  from  it  a  little  temporary  honor  a  little  pecuniary  profit 
only,  stand  aside  ;  but  there  will  be  a  constant  demand  for  good 
earnest  teachers. 

A  reference  has  been  made  to  a  text  book  on  Good  Morals  and 
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Gentle  Manners.    A  copy  of  this  book  was  put  into  the  hands  of 
teachers  in  all  the  schools,  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  with 
a  design  to  aid  teachers  in  performing  some  duties  very  liable  to 
be  neglected.    We  think  it  has  been  useful,  and  hope  that  it  may 
continue  to  be  made  useful  by  successive  teachers.    There  is  need 
of  a  renewed  interest  in  communicating  moial  and  religious  in- 
struction.   Of  this  we  are  assured  by  some  of  the  best  educators, 
including  such  authority  as  that  of  Professor  Stowe,  and  the  dis- 
tinguished lecturers  on  Scientific  and  Religious  subjects.  Their 
testimony  is.  in  brief,  that  "to  leave  the  moral  faculty  uninstructed, 
is  to  leave  the.  most  important  part  of  the  human  mind  undevelop- 
ed."   The  observation  of  passing  event,  confirms  the  same  view, 
and  also  the  necesity  of  a  moral  reform.  There  are  no  other  agen- 
cies that  can  perform  the  work,  assigned  to  teachers  with  so  much 
hope  of  success.    By  far  the  larger  part  now  in  active  service,  are 
lady  teachers,  who  have  attained  to  the  highest  rank  in  some  of 
the  best  schools,  and  seminaries,  and  to  responsible  offices  in 
boards  of  education.    By  their  skillful  work  the  demand  of  the 
age  will  be  met.    But  who  can  make  a  right  estimate  of  such  a 
work.    As  I  have  made  this  last  review  of  the  schools,  I  have  re- 
newed the  recollection  of  some,  who  left  the  schools  to  perform  a 
few  brief  acts  in  the  drama  of  life,  and  so  quickly  passed  away, 
and  than,  of  others,  who  are  now  performing  a  useful  part  amid 
the  scenes,  and  nobly  sustaining  the  high  hopes  that  were  centered 
in  them  ;  and  again  think  of  the  youthful  adventurers,  that  I  have 
visited  for  the  last  time  in  their  school  houses,  I  have  no  words 
in  which  I  may  give  utterance  to  the  fervent  desire  that  they  may 
be  well  instiucted,  and  thoroughly  prepared  for  their  earthly  mis- 
sion, but  I  may  be  allowed  a  brief  space  for  some  reference  to  the 
dangers,  and  temptations  that  will  beset  their  path,  and  to  bespeak 
for  them  the  good  instruction  of  faithful  teachers,  and  the  coun- 
sels and  good  example  of  kind  parents.    Others,  who  were  once 
in  the  schools,  were  as  innocent,  and  as  far  from  danger  as  they 
may  seem  to  be  at  present,  have  been  caught  in  the  decietful 
snare,  and  have  fallen.    The  temperance  agencies,  are  sometimes 
successful  in  restoring  the  fallen,  but  it  is  a  difficult  work,  involv- 
ing much  labor,  and  expense. 

It  is  better  to  check  the  beginnings  of  evil,  and  to  resist  the  foe 
before  he  has  gained  the  fort. 

These  agencies  have  been  successful  in  their  efforts  to  check, 
the  evils  of  intemperance,  very  recently  in  places  not  far  distant, 
where  fines  have  been  imposed  on  keepers  of  saloons,  and  where 
the  man,  who  was  engaged  in  the  unlawful  trafic,  was  induced  to 
roll  out  his  casks  containing  intoxicating  liquors,  and  pour  their 
contents  into  the  gutter.  The  bands  of  heroic  women,  that  have 
performed  such  a  signal  service  in  the  cause  of  temperance,  and 
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who  seem  ready  on  every  emergency  to  hasten  to  the  scenery  off 
danger,  have  been  reanimated  by  the  influence  of  a  noble  exam-; 
pie  that  has  come  down  from  the  White  House,  at  Washington. — ! 
It  is,  we  think,  through  the  influence  of  such  bands,  that  one  hun- 
dred schools  in  an  adjoining  state  have  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  a. 
temperance  lecture  during  the  past  year,  and  that  in  seventy-nine 
other  schools,  a  temperance  society  was  organized,  in  each,  on 
the  plan  of  total  abstinance.    There  is  still  need  of  just  such  faith- 
ful work  in  every  direction.     It  is  stated  in  a  very  recent  report  ofj 
the  condition  of  things  at  Chicago,  that  there  are  30,000  boys  and, 
girls  in  that  city,  who  are  accustomed  to  get  liquor  at  the  saloons  * 
and  that  12,000  or  13,000  of  that  number  are  sabbath  schoofj 
scholars,    A  sister  who  had  watched  over  a  brother  all  night,  lesjiw 
he  die  ;  and  a  widowed  mother,  who  sought  protection  for  her  son, 
and  was  pushed  into  the  gutter  by  the  saloon  keeper,  went  to  the  J 
Temperance  League  and  got  fines  imposed  on  such  men  ;  and  in  j 
the  progress  of  their  work,  it  was  found  that  the  number  of  juve- 
nile arrests  had  been  dimsnished  by  2,000.    They  have  settled  the  S 
conclusion  that  the  liquor  trafic  is  thoroughly  evil.    It  is  so  every-  : 
where  —an  evil  that  must  be  resisted  by  all  proper  and  effectual ; 
means.    It  is  thought  that  the  railroad  men  honored  their  good  j 
mothers,  when  they  testified  that  "their  mothers  never  misplaced 
a  switch,"  and,  we  think,  that  a  distinguished  clergyman  did  as 
truly  honor  a  good  mother,  in  relating  an  incident  of  his  boyhood. 
He  says  that  in  the  region  where  he  lived,  the  use  of  intoxicating , 
liquors  was  common,  and  when  the  company  of  his  grand-father, 
had  taken  their  drink,  he  was  induced,  by  curiosity,  to  drain  the 
glasses,  just  to  see  how  it  tasted.    He  adds,  "My  good  and  Godly 
mother,  who  hated  the  sight  of  the  bottle,  discovered  my  prank, 
and  administered  such  a  'dose  of  the  rod'  as  would  have  satisfied 
Soloman  himself.    He  never  forgot  that  floggin,  or  the  attendant 
lecture  on  the  mischiefs,  and  danger  of  ever  touching  a  drop  of 
intoxicating  drink,  and  that  when  a  temperance  society  was  form- 
ed, he  signed  the  pledge  of  total  abstinance,  and  has  adherd  to  it 
to  the  present  day."    In  this  manner  lie  was  switched  off  from  the 
"Black  Valley  Railroad''  on  to  the  Total  Abstinance  Line. 

It  is  suggested  in  the  conclusion,  that  a  good  many  boys  who 
are  dallying  with  cigars,  and  beer,  and  cider,  would  be  greatly  bene- 
fited by  similar  treatments. 

We  think,  that  in  maintaining  good  discipline,  teachers  and 
parents  should  depend  very  much  on  kindness,  and  moral  suasion, 
but  we  would  never  have  their  right  to  inflict  punishment  abolish- 
ed. It  is  sometimes  needed.  We  have  had  some  good  instruc- 
tors, and  need  more,  enforced  by  the  example  of  teachers  and 
parents— such  examples  as  shall  carry  the  conviction  to  youthful 
minds,  that  in  assuring  a  spirit  of  insubordination,  or,  a  premature 
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independance,  they  will  add  nothing  to  the  worth  of  character. 
The  example  of  the  teacher  who  indulges  in  the  use  of  narcoties  is 
moved.  It  influences  others  "to  set  up  for  themselves"  disre- 
garding good  counsel.  The  keeping  a  saloon  open  for  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  drinks,  is  like  the  opening  of  the  famed  Pandoras 
box,  from  which  issues  all  manner  of  pestilential  evils.  It  is  main- 
tained  by  good  authorities  that  the  amount  of  intoxicating  liquors 
consumed  in  the  United  States,  involved  an  annual  expense  of 
$700,000,000.  Add  to  this  60,000,  or  more,  lives  of  drunkards 
sacrificed,  and  on  incalcuable  amount  of  crime  and  suffering ;  and 
who,  that  ponders  on  the  estimate,  must  not  feel  that  all  sorts  of 
appliances  should  be  made  to  youthful  minds,  in  communicating 
the  instruction  that  may  effectually  arm  them  against  a  deceitful 
and  deadly  foe  ? 

The  basis  of  all  good  instruction  is  contained  in  the  bible.  We 
have  continued  to  watch  the  wicked  devices,  in  which  an  attempt 
has  been  made  to  thrust  that  bible  out  of  the  schools,  and  that 
has  been  encouraged  by  the  partial  compromise  of  som?  protec- 
tants that  foe,  with  straa.ga  arroganey,  is  still  persistant ;  bur.  we 
trust,  that  no  Jesuitical  artifier  will  be  suffered  to  prevail.  The  bi- 
ble predicts  the  ruin  of  such  a  foe.  We  have  been  exceedingly  in- 
terested in  the  views  that  may  be  found  in  the  prelude  to  one  of 
the  best  lectures  of  Rev.  J.  Cook,  the  distinguished  lecturer  on 
subjects  of  science  and  religion.  He  thinks  that  if  Secularism,  or, 
Romanism  should  thrust  out  the  bible,  it  would  have  to  be  restor- 
ed. He  sustains  this  view  by  historical  facts.  Infidelity  in  Ger- 
many rejected  the  bible,  but  after  a  conflict  of  more  than  half  a 
centuary,  it  was  restored  to  the  schools  of  Germany.  He  suggests 
that  the  American  people  will  never  suffer  the  bible  to  he  thrust 
out  of  their  schools.  We  will  give  credit  to  the  opinion  of  a  wise 
man ;  but  if  the  bible,  and  all  the  blessings  that  are  confered  by 
our  system  of  free  schools,  are  to  be  preserved,  it  will  be  at  the 
same  price  by  which  civil  liberty  is  preserved.  Such  conditions 
will  be  met.  The  order  of  the  Heavens  cannot  be  changed.  The 
promise  of  blessings  cannot  fail.  We  will  not  predict  disaster  and 
ruin,  like  those  who  take  the  gloomy  part  of  observation  for  their 
out-look,  and  see  only  dark  shades  and  unmitigated  evils  in  the 
scenes  that  are  passing  before  them.  Amid  all  the  evil  surmisings, 
an  I  recreancy  of  an  ungreatful  race,  there  is,  we  are  assured 
progress  in  the  right  direction,  The  great  enterprise,  which  in- 
spires hope  for  the  depressed,  and  perishing  millions,  will  be  sus- 
tained by  forces,  that  will  vanquish  the  power  of  evil.  The  schools 
and  the  ordinances  of  religion  are  the  factors  in  the  work  by  which 
this  enterprise  is  so  successfully  advancing. 

The  schools  are  held  responsible  for  an  important  service,  and 
should  be  made  more  effective  in  their  operations  by  all  the  means 
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that  can  be  provided  for  their  benefit,  but  the  ordinances  of  relig- 
ion are  absolutely  essential  to  their  greatest  prosperity. 

The  inestimable  blessings  they  confer  are  not  showered  upon  us 
from  heaven,  like  the  rain  and  the  dew,  that  we  may  receive 
whether  we  will  be  thankful  for  them  or  not.  They  must  be  sus- 
tained, or  they  will  be  forfeited.  Communities  where  these  ordi- 
nances are  habitually  neglected,  soon  bear  marks  of  decay,  and 
the  interest  of  education  are  but  partially  sustained,  and  destitute 
of  the  vital  elements.  All  the  wealth  that  is  amassed  in  the  neg- 
lect of  christian  ordinances,  is  so  scattered  and  found  to  be  worth- 
less as  the  chaff  that  flies  before  the  wind. 

Religious  ordinances  of  worship  have  been  sustained  with  some 
increasing  interest  in  the  different  sections  of  our  town  during  the 
year ;  but  there  is  still  a  large  proportion  of  citizens  and  families 
that  under  value  such  blessings,  and  treat  them  with  cold  neglect. 
It  is  an  ungreatful  neglect  for  these  ordinences  have  always,and  do 
still,  confer  blessings  of  priceless  value. 

If  all  the  parents  and  citizens  would  have  the  schools  advance 
in  greater  prosperity  so  that  their  sons  and  daughters  may  become 
polished  ornaments  of  the  palace  that  is  destined  to  be  complete, 
they  must  pay  a  more  general  and  consistent  regard  to  sabbath 
worship,  but  I  do  not  forget  that  all  have  personal  interests  involv- 
ed ill  the  observances.  The  attention  of  all  ought  to  be  arrested 
by  this  strange  lees.  It  has  had  a  contagious  influence,  and  is  in 
danger  of  setting  into  a  confirmed  lethargy.  The  most  honorable 
citizens  as  truly  as  the  most  lowly ;  the  aged  as  well  as  the  young, 
all  do  need  the  instruction  which  the  Gospel  communicates.  It 
is  still  the  power  of  God,  unto  the  salvation  of  all,  who  believes. 

By  attending  to  its  messeges  of  mercy,  in  which  it  proffers  bles- 
sings so  freely,  all,  who  will,  may  secure  the  support  and  the  con- 
solations they  will  soon  so  much  need,  amid  the  scenes  that  will 
become  their,  entrance  to  an  illumi table  state  of  existance.  Let 
then,  not  only  the  schools,  for  which  I  have  attempted  to  nego- 
ciate  be  well  cared  for,  but  sustain  the  institutions  of  the  Gospel. 
Its  mighty  power  is  needed  to  give  vitality  to  the  instruction  of  the 
schools  and  to  renovate  human  hearts. 

Let  this  duty  be  performed  with  enlarged  liberality,  and  increas- 
ing fidelity,  and  you  will  become  successful  ;n  bequeathing  bless- 
ings to  children's  children,  that  shall  continue  to  accumulate  in 
their  value.
